BALLA. 

Dusty, Nov. 22—6 p. m.—A letter from 
Balia, County Mayo, says that yesterday after- 
noon there were no extra police in town, and the 
chances of anything violent occurring were ex- 
tremely few.

It concludes as fol- 
lows: “Give no excuse for violence on the 
part of the Government, and our great cause is 
won.“ 

Parnell, accompanied by John Dillon and 
Thomas Seaton, arrived in Balla this evening. 

THE SEDITIOUS CASES.

ST. LOUIS HORRORS. 
@puctal Diaspetch to The Tribune 

St. Louis, Nov. 22.—Two horrors for the 
Coroner to-day. At 10 o’clock Philip Dwyer, 
who celebrated his 16th birthday anniversary 
yesterday, attempted to repair a belt at the 
Western Iron Boat-Works, foot of Davis street, 
when the beit suddenly wound around the re- 
volving shaft. His arm was caught by it and 
bound to the sbaft, and his body was drawn 
after bis arm. Thespace between the shaft and 
the timbers above was only fifteen inches, and 

shaft made nearly 200 revolutions before it 
was stopped, dragging the body through that 
space each time. At the first revolution the 
top of his skull was cut off, 
skull-cap, together with a shower of brains and 
blood, fell upon a workman who stood near by, 
and who had vo suspicion of what was occur- 
ring. By successive revolutions the brain-pan 
was entirely cleared. Botn legs were cut off 
below the knees, the feet flying several yards 
away. Both arms were also cut off, while every 
bone in the body was broken. When the shaft 
stopped revolving the uosightly mass of bloody, 
shapeless flesh seemed to be suspended by one 
arm apparently. An examination showed, how- 
ever, that the arm was cut completely 
in two, but the parts were held to- 
gether by sbreds of bis shirt-sleeve, 
which were tigbtly bound around the two parts. 
Not another stitch of clothing remained on the 
body. — r the other arm and hand 
was found tightly bound to the shaft by the 
broken belt. 

The other case was that of Thomas O’Brien, 
an ex-policeman, who was found dead iu bis 
room, where the body must have lain nearly 
two weeks. It was one of the most hideous 
sights of the year. The man bad wasted away 
to the veriest skeleton, probably as a result of 
starvation incident to an inability to go for 
food. The height of the deceased was 
about six feet six inches, and this made the 
body look all the more ghastly, while rats had 
rendered the blackened face a sicht never to be 
forgotten. Before resigning his position on the 
police force, eighteen months ago, O'Brien cave 

evidences of insanity. and the disease bas grown 
on him since. His infirmity was due to an un- 
mentionable habit. A year ago his mother 
died, and he would allow no one to 
enter the bouse save the undertaker, and 
he bimself dressed the corpse 
and bore one end of the coffin to the bearse. 
Since then he has allowed no one to enter the 
aouse which be occupied and owned, and the 
neighbors have regarded bim with some degree 
of fear. He had a considerable library, and 
always read to a late bour, but he had not been 
seen, nor had light been seen in his window or 
smoke from his chimoey for two weeks. He 
probably was prostrated by a fit characteristic 
of bis ailwent. The Public Administrator takes 
charge of the property, there being no relatives.

Inside History of the $20,000,000 


Central Stock Sale. 


The ‘Sell » Engineered by the ** Highly 
Respectable” Operators, 
Among Whom Were a Oongressman and 
an Ex-Presidential Oandidate, 


The Entire Affair Manufactured Out of 
Whole Cloth, . 


And Prominent Bankers Fig- 
ured Largely as Vic- 
tims.

New Tonk, Nov. 22.—The 7\mes gives the 
inside history of the $20,000,000 Central stock 
sale canard as follows: ‘The clique of big spec- 
ulators who succeeded in raising prices on Mon- 
day last started in to complete their work by 
preaking down the tactics of making 
money scarce, and spreading unfounded 
rumors was freely resorted to, but with 
less than the usual success, as the opposing 
public was in strong force. This was unex- 
pected, and placed the speculatorsin a des- 
perate strait. Several meetings were held in 
the office of an ex-member of Congres, who bas 
developed into a chief among the stock specu- 
lators, while he still retains his deaconship in a 
fashionable up-town church. All the rest of 
the notorious clique were present; so also 
were 

AN EX-PRESIDETIAL CANDIDATE 
and gentleman of ultra-pivas pretensions who 
have become noted on occasions for making a 
great outcry when other persons have go}, the 
better of him in stock speculations. Neither 
of these two bad exposed himself openly 
in the role of a share operator. 
They have both, however, been more 
or less identified with railway and other cor- 
porations pearly all their lives, and the pious”’ 
geutleman has latterly permitted himself to be 
known in the capacity of a flgurebead in the in- 
terest of the men in whose company he found 
himself. At the meetinga plan was devised 
which was as 
SHAMEFULLY UNSCRUPULOUS 
as it proved entirely unsuccessful. The “re- 
spectable”’ figurehead, without avy authority 
whatever, proceeded to call upon several large 
banking-houses in the streets, and made them 
the following proposition : He and his fellows had, 
he said, formed a scheme to purchase from Will - 
iam H. Vanderbilt 200,000 shares of New York 
Central stock at 120, more than 10 per cent 
below the market price, with a view to placing 
it upon the Loodon market, and he offered them 
a chance to participate in the profits. It was 
well known that the clique, including the nego- 
tiator, had managed to obtain practical control 
of the Southwestern system of railroads, and 
that much de ended on whether they chose to 
bestow their patropage upon the New York 
Central or Erie lines. By means of 
PLAUSIBLE INSINUATIONS 
it was easy to give the impression that the in- 
ducement held out to Mr. Vanderbilt was a 
guarantee of tne entire traffic of the South- 
western roads, thus cutting New York Cen- 
tral's rival entirely from any Western connec- 
tions, and generaily diminishingits receipts. In 
tbis manner a story ivberently preposterous was 
given a slight appearance of probabilitv, and the 
principal object of the conspirators, which was 
to cast discredit upon the stock of the Erie 
Road, then and for weeks the maipstay of we 
market, was attained. The banking-houses— 
some of the most reputable in the streei— 
FELL INTO THE TRAP, 
and merely asked that some guarantee should be 
obtained from Mr. Vanderbilt that he would not 
throw the remaioder of bis stock ov the market 
for the space of a year, otherwise the price 
might be lowered and the speculation raised.“ 
„ Why, certainiv,’’ was the reply; that is to 
be part of the contract.” With this answer the 
bankers were satisfied. There is littie question 
but that the quasi respectability of the specula- 
tor’s tool went far towards closing their eyes. 
and none at all that he was especially selected 
as the go-between for that very purpose. When 
it is considered that Mr. Vanderbilt is possessor 
of only about $50,000,000 of a total issue of 
$90,000,000 of stock of the New York Centra), 
and that the persons who proposed to purchase 
$20,000,000 of it were his bitterest business ene- 
mies, the absurdity of the yarn becomes 
APPARENT AT A GLANCE. 

All this time Mr. Vanderbilt was in absolute 
ignorance of What was going on. It was not 
till afterward that the negotiator called upon 
him and unfolded his proposal. Mr. Vanderbilt 
instantly gave a flat and emphatic refusal. 
This was exactly what was expected. All the 
conspirators desired was to lay the foundation 
for the report that there had been negotiations 
with Mr. Vanderbilt for the purchase of 20,000 
shares of New York Central stock, the consider- 
ation being $120 per sbare and the traffic of the 
Southwestern roads. Such foundation had been 
laid, and they could 

NOW SAFELY SPREAD THE REPORT 
without fear of contradiction. Mr. Vanderbilt, 
if asked, must acknowledge its truth, and 
there were a number of respectable bankers, 
pot members of the gambling clique, who 
would testify to the same effect. Among the 
many epeculations of one of the chief 
gamblers is the ownership of a daily 
newspaper. The story, skilifully padded out to 
the extent of a leaded columu and a half and 
capped by startling beadlines, was printed at 
the critical mement in the most conspicuous 
portion of the sheet. The morning of its ap- 
pearance 100,000 shares of Erie, contributed 
jointly by the clique, 

WERE HURLED UPON THE MARKET. 

Outside bolders of that stock became panic- 
stricken, and a rush was made to sell, which 
carried everything before it. The story of the 
decline and the attending excitement has al- 
ready been detailed. The invocent public 
were defrauded out of many bundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, and the gamblers were enabled 
to purchase back all stocks they wanted at 
prices far below that they sold them for. To- 
day the flarry was entirely over, and the mar- 
ket as bouvant as consistent with the natural 
feverishness consequent upon such a period of 
intense excitement. 

ONE GOOD EFFECT 
may come out of what happened, viz.: to die- 
courage for a while, at least, the mordinate de- 
sire for speculation. which bad apparently driven 
alarge number of persons out of their sober 
senses. No injury has been done to the ceneral 
confidence of the condition of legitimate busi- 
ness, a strong proof of which statement lies in 
the fact that mercantile paper did not vary 
during the week from 64 to 7 per 
cent, according to date of maturity. The 
week just ended bas been one of the most 
notable in the history of the Exchange; the 
recorded transactions aggregated nearly 3,500,- 
000 shares, of the par value of $350,000,000,—an 
average of about 570,000 shares per day. The 
real transactions were doubtless very much 
more numerous, as at times the operators were 
unable to record the dealings as fast as made.

RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 

More than an ordinary falling- ff in the east- 
bound freight shipments is observable. During 
the week ending Nov. 8, 1879, the total ship- 
ments of grain, flour, and provisions, the prinei- 
ple articles going East. were 36,373 tons. The 
shipments for the week ending Nov. 15 were 
83,831 tons, a falling-off of 2,542 tons. During 
the past week the shipments were only 27,118, . 
failing-off in two weeks of 9,255 tons. The new 
rates went into effect Nov. 10, or at the begin- 
ning of the week ending Nov. 15. The freight 
carried during that week, however, was mostly 
business accepted by the roads at the old rates, 
and for that reasou the falling-off was not so 
marked. But toc business shipped during the 
past week was mostly at the new rates, 
which undoubtedly caused the immense 
falling-off in shipments. The = slight 
decrease during the previous week was ex- 
plained by the railroads as being due to a scarcity 
of cars, and not to the objection of the shippers 
to the present rates. But the last week, it is 
generally admitted, the roads not only bad all 
the cars they wanted, but alarge number to 
spare; in fact, nearly all the freight-yards in 
the city are again filled with empty cars. There- 
fore the large falling-off in business cannot be 
atir'buted to the scarcity of cars, but can only 
be explained on the ground that the present 
rates are higher than circumstances will war- 
rant. This assertion is still further borne out 
dy the fact that the steamboat and vessel lines, 
which had advanced their rates to nearly tue 
same basis as the railroads, were also 
unable to get business until they made 
a waterial reduction, though at this time 
of the year navigation expenses are much higher 
than earlier in the season. During the past 
week much of the freight shipped was still on 
old contracts and at the old rates, but that busi- 
ness has now all been disposed of; but, as dur- 
ing the present week all the shipments will be 
at the new rates, a still further falling-olf in 
business may coufldently be counted upon. he 
railroads are already beginuing to see that they 
made a mistake when they made the last ad- 
vance in rates, and, if the shippers will only 
stick to their present determination not to ship 
unless they get fair rates, there can hardly be a 
doubt that, instead of a still further advance at 
the close of navigation, as was first intended, 
there will be a reduction in rates, as the rail- 
roads cannot afford to let their cars stand idle. 
The country is no longer stocked with 
produce that bas to be shipped at once. 
During the late boomin prices the producers 
disposed of most of their stuff, and it is believed 
that pearly all the wheat that cang be disposed 
of bas beeu shipped, and there is pot by any 
means as much corn left in the country as here 
was at this time last year. Therelore shioments 
during this winter must necessarily be liaht, 
even if the freight rates are made lower than 
they are now, and unless they are reduced the 
railroads will have less to do during this winter 
than any winter for the last five vears. 

The total amounts of the three articles men- 
tioned above snipped during the past week were 
as follows: Fiour, 80,985 barrels; grain, 13,- 
974,966 pounds; provisions, 24,096,624 pounds. 
Of chis, the Michigan Central carried 7,892 tons; 
Lake Shore & Michigan Soushern, 5,722; Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, 7,716; Pittsburg, 
Cinmonati & St. Leuis, 3,172: Baltimore & 
Ohio, 2,516.

THE PASSENGER AGENTS’ 
DETTA. 

A mecting of the General Passenger Agents 
of the roads leading to Missouri River points 
from Chicago and st.

The card of Mr. Penfiela greatly exasverated 
several of the General Passenger Agents, and 
on he day following Mr. Chariton published a 
letter in Taz Trisune which was anything but 
complimentary to Mr. Penfield, and strongly 
deuounced the practice of cutting down rates 
and violating the agreement, claiming that 
every agreement thus far made had been 
nullified on a count of Penfleid’s derelic- 
tion. Mr. Penfield’s resignation promptly 
followed, and ever since there have been efforts 
made to get up a case against Mr. Chariton.

Two of Bill Young’s Supposed Lynchers 
Held to Bail. 


BOSSE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tridune 

MiLwavxss, Nov. 22.—At last, efter nearly 
one week of patient watching and waiting, THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent has been placed in pos- 
session of a viece of information that will afford 
a sequel to the mystery surrounding the embez- 
zlemeuts of Charles G. Bosse from the vaults 
of Mitchell’s Bank. This information is simply 
to the effect that none of the crooked transac- 
tions with which Bosse stands charged occurred 
during the last three years. But, simple as the 
fact may seem, it is of the highest significance 
when taken in connection with other sigvifcant 
facts that follow, and the reader can as readi- 
ly draw his deductions therefrom as the corre- 
spondent. The explanation of the absence of 
evidences of crookedoess in Bosse’s books the 
past three years is attributable solely to the 
occupation of the new bank building. It will be 
remembered by many of those who had occa- 
sion to frequent the old institution that the 
vault facilities in the building were very limited, 
and that the books and money-safe were in the 
same vault, while the desk of. the bookkeeper 
adjoined the vault door. Thus Bosse had ac- 
cess to the money-safe during business hours, 
and could at any time help himself toa portion 
of the contents without danger of detection in 
the act. In the new bank, bowever, none 
but the tellers have access to the money- 
vault, and hence the absence of any eyi- 
dences of embezzlement in the books daring the 
period covering the occupation of the new quar- 
ters. Here, therefore, is unquestionable theo- 
retical evidence of the manner in which money 
was feloviousiy obtained from the bank, not 
only, but it also Sends to show, almost beyond 
question, that Bosse purloined the fuods with- 
out the knowledge or connivance of any o her 
person connected with the institution. To cover 
these approoriations he had to resort to {falsifyv- 
ing figures and forcing balances, and that he 
was in the habit of doing the latter at least one 
outside banker claims to have had full kuowil- 
edge. It may puzzle some to understand bow 
Busse could falsify figures without de- 
tection, particulariy in a period covering 
ten years Of time. But when it is taken into 
consideration that there were over four hundred 
accounts on his ledger, and that ongome days 
there would be over one thousand en Mes on bis 
books, with total footings of anywhere trom 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000, tne difficulty of detec- 
tion can be clearly comprehended. Knowing 
this, Bosse helped himself to mouey, falsified 
figures, and forced balances with impunity, the 
limit of his embezziemept being circumscribed 
only by bis necessities, as it is supposed that he 
took nothing beyoud what may have been 
absolutely necessary to cover losses incurred ina 
series of wild speculations, briueipalle in stocks. 
Let the reader also take into consideration an 
average of 400 accounts and 1,000 entries per 
day, with the field they present for falsification 
of figures, and the Almost insurmountable task 
that confronts the bank-wapagers can easily be 
concetyed. To go over the accounts and ex- 
amine them, entry by entry, through a period 
of ten years would require months of valuable 
time, and even then no power on earth could 
guarantee that false figures had been 
made. For this reason it 16 doubt- 
ful whether the actual amount of 
Bosse’s embezzlements will ever be known un- 
less he sees fit to reveal it himself. Ihe bank 
Offictals bave t themscives in possession of 
reasonable evidence of the filching of funds to 
the extent of $141,000, and bave commeneed 
civil proceedings against Bosse to recover $100,- 
000, the loss of which they expect to prove with- 
out difficulty. ‘They feel absolutely certain of 
the amouuts here mentioned, but are as muchin 
the dark concerning the grand aggre ate of the 
peculations as the general public find themselves. 
For this reason they have vot been able to deny 
the assertion, repeatediv made in Tus TRIBUNE 
upon the strength of a statement attributed to 
Mrs. Bosse, that the bank bas been a loser 
through the dishonesty of Bosse to the extent 
of $250,000, and were Bosse to confess that he 
bad taken $500,000 in all ther would believe 
him, because of the utter impossibility of veri- 
fying ail his faisifications. It is this undonbted- 
ly that strengthens the belief of Bosse’s 
friends, and particularly of his 
that be will oot de brought 
trial, and, if tried, that be cannot be con- 
victed, He has evidentiv left the books in such 
shape as to make detection improbable in his 
own estimation. Several of the eccountants, it 
is said, aver that the books, covering periods 
when the losses of the bauk were the heaviest, 
are in such a terrible muddle that satisfactory 
results can hardly be reached bv the investica- 
tors. These are the developments of the day in 
the bank defalcation case. They tend to show 
how Bosse, as bookkeeper, Thad access 
to the mouey-safe ; that be bad 
no outside accom plices in the 
embezzlement, but personally laid hands upon 
every dollar that was stolen from the bank; 
that the exact amount of this defalcation will 
never be known unless revealed by Bosse: that 
as the matter stands the bank officials are in the 
peculiar coudition of uncertainty that renders 
them prepared to believe that it may go even in 
excess Of $250,000, and possibly touch $500,000; 
that the conviction of Bosse will depend upon 
their ability to prove the faisifica of ac- 
counts; and that hopes to escape because 
he feeis convinced that his work has deen too 
clever for detection. 


GRAV E-ROBBERS. 

Coro uns, O., Nov. 22.—A special from Del- 
aware, O., to-day says that Dr. John Neil, Pat- 
rick Hannahav, and George Corwin were ar- 
rested at that place on the charge of robbing 
graves. Corwin was used as a tool to capture 
the parties by the Marshal of Delaware. He 
made arrangements to accompany Neil and 
Hannahan to the cemetery, and then notified 
the officers to secret themselves bear by. The 
ghouls appeared in the gravevard about mid- 
night, and were captured before they bad time 
to open ove grave. When the Marshal biew a 
whistle for bis assistants to rush upon the 
ghouls there was an exchange of pistol-shots, 
but without effect. Neil and Hannaban were 
given an examination vefore the Maror of Del- 
aware, and were bound over to the Court of 
Common Pleas in the sum of $1,000 each.

The City Controller asks of the City Council 
permission to use thesurplus revenue from the 
back taxes of 1873 74 to meet the interest on 
the public debt falling due in January. This 
money is lying in the City Treasury idle and 
unproductive; it may be a source of profit 
to the Treasurer, but not to the Treasury. 
To send the Controller out into the streets to 
borrow money with which to pay the interest 
on the city debt, while there is more than 
sufficient surplus of cash unappropriated in 
the City Treasury, would be an outrage upon 
the public interests which we do not believe 
the City Council will perpetrate. 


The negro is an important factor in Vir- 
ginia politics just now. The Democrats are 
divided into what are known as debt- 
payers” and readjusters, on the subject 
of the State debt, and an equal number of 
each kind has been elected to the Legislature. 
The Republicans have elected twenty-seven 
members of that body, ten being ‘‘ debt- 
payers” and seventeen ‘‘readjusters.” The 
present State officers ars debt- payers, and 
as their continuance in office depends upon the 
success of their party they offer to repeal the 
poll-tax law, whereby thousands of negroes 
are deprived of their votes, and concede 
other points. The colored brethren for once 
seem to have the best of the situation. 


The present Almshouse of this county is a 
reproach to the County Government 
which tolerates it. It 1s a disgrace to the 
charity in whose name it exists. Located 
on a low piece of land incapable of drain- 
age and incapable of being used for produc- 
tion, the wonder is how the institution was 
ever put there at all. It is so remote from 
the railroad that it is necessary to trausport 
in part supplies and persons visitng it by 
wagon, adding largely to the cost of the 
establishment. Every pound of coal and 
every barrel of flour has to be hauled by wagon 
along distance. The buildings consist of a 
rambling succession of low frame structures, 
now old, rotten, and vermin-eaten, and no fit 
place for human habitation. Oa the same 
piece of ground is located the building for 
the insane, which is of brick, and reasonably 
adapted to the uses required of it. But 
there is no possible reason why the Poor- 
House and the Insane Asylum should be 
placed or kept in such close contiguity. 
The necessity for a new Almshouse is evi- 
dent. Desplaines River runs from north to 
south through the western end of the county. 
A tract of good farm-land, say a half-sec- 
tion, should be selected along this river, 
thus securing a sufficient and natural draino- 
age for the building to be erected. At 
present there are from six to eight hundred 
people inhabiting the two institutions on the 
County Farm, and there is no suitable drain- 
age to the premises. The new building 
should contain. some rooms where a school 
for the instruction of the children might be 
operated. The County Board should take 
early action on this matter. The Insane 
Asylum might be left where it is until some 
future time; but a new Almshouse on a new 
site is demanded by every consideration of 
health, humanity, economy, and decency. 


MR. FROUDE, AND HIS NOTE OF ALARM. 

On Wednesday last we printed from the 
North American Review the article written 
by Mr. James A. Frovupz, the British his- 
torian, on the American Problem,” which 
he considers to be the ability of the people 
of the United States to prevent their Consti- 
tution and their liberties being overwhelmed 
and destroyed by the Roman Oatholic 
Oburch. The force and logic of the article 
are greatly weakened by the fact that Mr. 
Frovupe rests his case upon the statements 
and logie of some recent anonymous Amer - 
ican writer, unknown to Mr. Froupe and to 
the American people. Theallegations against 
the Catholic Church in this country are not 
new ; they have been repeated so often in 
every language thiat they have become part of 
the accepted history of that Church. The sub- 
stance of these allegations may be thus 
briefly stated: | 

1. That the Raman Catholic Church claims 
that it teaches the only true religion, repre- 
senting CHRIST earth; that of necessity 
truth cannot tolerate falsehood, and, there- 
fore, all other religions must be extirpated. 

2. That this Church holds, by the consent 
of its followers, an absolute command over 
the mind and body of its members, who are 

_compelled to accept and do its bidding, free 
of all other obligations, personal, social, or 
political. 

3. That all allegiance, fealty, patriotism, 
and obligations on the part of Roman Cath- 
olics are subordinated to the commands of 
the Church, as expressed and directed by the 
Pope and the priests. 

4. That Republicanism and Roman Cathol- 
icism being directly antagonistic, no Roman 
Catholic can be an honest and loyal Ameri- 
can citizen, but must at all times so conduct 
himself as to overthrow Republican institu- 
tions and establish the dominion of the 
Church. : 

Mr. Frovpr’s paper seeks to impress the 
truth of these propositions upon the Amer- 
ican people, and to warn them that when the 
six millions of Roman Catholics now in the 
United States shall grow into a mujority of 
the whole Nation, then, when all too late, 
the Church of Rome will destroy political 
liberty and assert its despotic rule in Amer- 
ica.

tion of mankind—slow, gradual, and often 
interrupted—has been wrung from unwilling 
masters; but no step once made in the work 
of emancipation has ever been voluntarily 
backward.

every degree to recover powers once delegated 
to but never surrendered by the Church. The 
struggle lasted during centuries, whose history 
is written in the blood of millions. Grad-

His suggestion that Protestantism is a 
failure, that it offers nothing to the man of 
intelligence, and that the reaction from 
ration2liem will foree the whole Christian 
world into the Roman Catholic Church and 
thereby restore Popery and Ultramontanism 
to its ancient supremacy over the human 
family, is a danger which threatens remote 
posterity, and to that posterity the present 
generation may safely refer it.

That policy, al- 
ways a failure, is not one which appeals 
favorably to the intelligence or the freedom 
of the American people.

ereigus was recovered from the Church, 
in proportion as knowledge and free-think- 
ing spread among the people, and, as an 
essential to the maintenance of this independ- 
ence, there was a partial relaxation of the 
despotism which the royal rulers had exercised 
over their own subjects. This battle of 
monarchy for emancipation from the relent- 
less, dogmatic rule of the Church, and of the 
people for release from the severity of 
their bon lage, has practically ended. The 
overthrow of feudalism marks the triumph 
of the popular struggle for the separation 
of Church and State, and the emancipation 
of civil government from priestly dominion. 
Except such governmental recognition as 
the Catholic Church obtains in Spain and 
France, and as the Episcopal Church en- 
joys in England, and as is given to State 
Churches in Sweden; and Austria, and 
Russia, the separation of Church and State 
is complete in Europe. Does any man 
dream that it will ever be restored? Is 
there any more danger that it will be re- 
stored in Catholic countries than in the 
other States of Europe? What are 
the facts? In Italy, the seat of 
the Roman Ohurch, and where priestly 
efforts might be expected to exercise 
the most power over a people ignorant and 
superstitious to the last degree,—all the 
Kings and minor sovereigns under the imme- 
diate protection of the Pope were, one after 
the other, dethroned, and the unification of 
Italy under a King who had been excommu- 
nicated, and with whom it was not lawful to 
have any intercourse, was voted by an almost 
unanimous voice. Even the Pope himself 
was dethroned from the chair of sovereignty, 
and Victron EmMANvVEL was crowned in thie 
City of the Church. This was done ina 
country where 98 fer cent of the people are 
enrolled as members of the Roman Catholic 
Church. When Imperial Austria, which for 
nearly a thousand years had been the soldier 
of the Church, and whose people are nearly 
all members of that body, broke away, and re- 
pealed all political alliance with Rome, the 
Emperor frankly said to the Pope: I must 
either abandon my concordats with the 
Church, or abandon my throne.” The people 
of Austria have never known any religion but 
that of Rome; the clergy were part of the 
people, and, if it were possible to control 
them, had every opportunity to do so. In 
Italy the State has furnished the people with 
secular free schools, and the people, despite 
the number of ecclesiastical schools, are seek- 
ing education in temporal matters as freely 
as they do in the United States. In France, 
where the mass of the population is Catholic, 
the rural and the agricultural people are as 
strongly Republican in their votes aud in 
their desires as are the non-religious inhab- 
itants of the cities ; and it is upon these peo- 
ple of the interior—the ardent children of 
the Church, but not of Ultramontanism— 
that the Republic must depend in its strug- 
gles with the Communists and Reds, who 
are enemies of law and property. Is 
there any one who fears that, in this 
day of the world’s enlightened progress, the 
Church of Rome will ever recover political 
authority or control in either Austria, Italy, 
or France ? Or that, reversing the history of 
all ages, these people, mostly members of that 
Church as they are, will surrender one jot or 
tittle of the political freedom that they have 
once enjoyed? 

Taking Mr. Frovpz’s own figures, what 
are the facts in regard to the United States? 
If the Roman Catholics in this country now 
number 6,000,000 out of the 46,000,000 of 
the whole population, any immediate danger 
of their controlling the ballot-boxes of the 
country is not to be feared. If, as Mr, 
Froupe says, this Romin Catholic popula- 
‘tion is all Irish; which is not a fact, 
and driven to this country since the 
famine of 1846, and that the Irish 
exodus to this country has now ceased, 
then, the natural supply having been cut 
off, the danger in the future is even 
more remote. It is a mistake to suppose 
that the Roman Catholics of the United 
States are exclusively of Irish birth; the 
migration to this country of German Catho- 
lics has been very large; there has been 
also a sprinkling of Austrian, Italian, 
French, and Polish Catholics. There are 
members of that Church who are of the sec- 
ond, third, and even fourth generation from 
the first emigrant ancestor; and each year 
sees the American-born generations taking 
their places among the American people as 
free from the Irish or German political ante- 
cedents of their ancestors as if their families 
dated back to the Revolution. The descend- 
ants of all these emigrants soon lose their 
foreigu identity and are absorbed in the gen- 
eral population. When the sons and 
daughters of the Irish emigrants inter- 
marry: with the descendants of German 
emigrants, or.of former generations already 
become distinctively American, it will be 
somewhat difficult in the future to single out 
the Irish and array them in a struggle to 
overthrow their own civil liberties, and to 
destroy the freedom of the only country with 
which they have any possible identity. 

Mr. Frovps and his anonymous authority 
seem to place no faith in popular intelligence, 
or in the power of knowledge or the 
innate love of liberty. Is the world’s en- 
lightenment of no value? 


Is the Ultramontane system of Church and 
State, to overthrow which mankind has 
labored for fiye centuries, to be adopted in 
this conntry by an educated and all-powerful 
free people after having been discarded by the 
people of every other educated nation? Is 
it to be supposed that the Catholics, and

Some American traits 
which are usually regarded as peculiar to 
this country are really English inheritances, 
such, for instance, as the eager pursuit of 
wealth. As Dr. Ban puts it pointedly, 
The almighty dollar is sired by the divine 
guinea.” So there is, in the general dispo- 
sition to take a practical view of life and turn 
to good use all discoveries, inventions, and 
speculations by making them contribute to 
comfort, a common trait in both countries. 

In spite of these general resemblances, 
however, the impression of which is deep- 
ened by the use of the same language, there 
are many curious differences. Dr. Brax 
says that any observing traveler can always 
distinguish an American woman from an 
English woman at first sight. This is owing 
to the striking difference in the face, form, 
dress, and voice. As to feminine beauty, 
the English woman looks best at a distance, 
and the American woman best upon a closer 
inspection. The English woman has coarser 
features, ruddier complexion, harder text- 
ure of skin, and,

„the American face bears the microscope 
by reason of its delieacy, fineness, and mo- 
bility of expression.” Any one who has read 
of the great stir that has been made in En- 
glish society by the so-called professional 
beauties” (Mrs. Lanorry, Mrs. Connwaziis 
West, and others) cam hardly fail to be dis- 
appointed in looking at their photographs, 
which may now be procured in this country. 
They are likenesses of women who would not 
attract even passing attention for their 
beauty in any large American city, and whose 
superiors in that respect may be encountered 
in a half-hour’s walk almost any day in Chi- 
cago. The English face is molded, the 
American is chiseled,” was an American lady's 
way of expressing the difference in the looks 
cf American and English women. Dr. Brarp 
thinks that a blending of the two styles of 
tseuty in a composite that should embrace 
tho delicacy and refinement of the American 
beauty with the freshness and rotundity of 
the English face would ‘ present together a 
picture of human beauty the fairest that 
could fall on mortal vision.” 

There are other marked differences be- 
trroen American and English women. The 
English woman bas a firmer, sturdier way of 
putting down her foot than the American 
woman, whose step is light and graceful. 
This is due in part to the fact that the Amer- 
ican foot, as a rule, is smaller and the boot 
neater, but it is also affected to some extent 
by the difference in character and habits. 
The latter has even more influence upon 
handshaking; the touch of the European 
woman lacks the insinuating tenderness that 
characterizes the giving of the band among 
American ladies. The voice of the American 
woman is of a higher pitch than that of her 
English sister, and she is much the livelier 
and sprightlier in the use thereof. There is 
an indescribable but unmistakable dissimi- 
larity in dress. American women certainly 
display greater taste, they choose more nega- 
tivs colors, and they have neater, trimmer 
forms for carrying their drapery. This dif- 
ference in dress is traced by Dr. Brarp toa 
structural difference in the nerve-fibre that 
prevails among the English and the Amer 
ican women; the American girl, with a deli- 
cate and susceptible organization, naturally 
selects more quiet and subdued colors than 
the ruddy, hearty English girl affects. 

Many of the striking differences between 
the English and Americans are due to the 
nervous effections which are so prevalent in 
this country, and these Dr. Bran attributes 
in part to the difference in climate and in 
part to the American habit of fast eating. 
The well-to-do people of England, France, 
and Germary eat oftener and eat more than 
the same class in America; but they take it 
more slowly, drink more fluids, and are more 
regular and systematic in their diet. As 
to climate, the average weather of England, 
France, and Germany is neither so cold nor 
sO warm as that of this Continent, and all 
classes live outdoors more than is possible in 
the Northern States of America. The differ- 
ence in these conditions probably accounts for 
the greater prevailing nervousness of Ameri- 
cans, and this in turn accounts for many of 
the differences in physique and character. The 
Americans cannot drink so much. They 
talk more rapidly, articulate less distinctly, 
drop their voice where the English dlevate 
theirs (at the close of a sentence), but bear 
more acutely and apprehend more quickly. 
The American nature, in its nervousness 
and sensitiveness, is believed by Dr. Bearp 
to be cultivating a higher grade of ‘oratory, 
more art taste, better literature, at a time 
when the English are retrograding in these 


when seen on the | 


similar gathering in this coun ry. The work 
of a month was compressed into a week's 
time, and receptions, suppers, 

orations, aud excursions crowded 
upon one another as rapidly as during 
Gen. Grant's late visit to Chicago. The in- 
crease of travel and trade, and the enlarged 
activity incident to the use of the telegraph, 
the railroad, and the printing-press, are the 
causes assigned for this recent assimilation 
of American traits. At the same time the 
nervousness of American life is gradually 
yielding somewhat to the influences of close 
German contact. Whisky is giving way to 
wine and beer, and the result is more sobri- 
ety and deliberation. There has been a very 
decided improvement in American physique 
of late years, and American women are gain- 
ing fat, which Dr. Bran thinks to be the 
one need for the perfection of their beauty. 
His conclusion is that The typieal Amer- 
ican of the highest type will in the near 
fuiure be a union of the coarse and the fine 
organizations,—the solidity of the German, 
the fire of the Saxon, the delicacy of the 
American flowing togetheras one; sensitive, 
impressible, readily affected through all the 
avenues of influence, but trained and held by 
a will of steel.” All this is certainly very 
gratifying when it comes from au acknowl- 
edged authority in physiology and psychol- 
ogy. 


BISMARCK’S FREE-TRADE UNION. 

Among all the great results which Prince 
Bismarck bas achieved since the close of the 
Franco-German War, not one is greater or 
more important and far-reaching than the 
scheme which he has inaugurated,for a vast 
Free-Trade Union among the Teutonic Na- 
tions of Europe, the foundation of which 
has already been laid in the Customs Union, 
which is the basis of the new alliance be- 
tween Germany and Austria. The British 
public and press have already taken alarm, 
and are seriously discussing how they may 
meet this new scheme, which threatens to 
uitimately isolate England from all the States 
included in the Union. The Pall Mall Ga- 
cette says: 

»The peculiar method by which free trade 
coupled with protection bas been extended over 
the United States has a good deal more than a 
speculative interest for us at the present moment. 
For it is quite plain that an experiment of pre- 
cisely the same kind is about to be tried in Europe 
on a very large scale. Whatever else be the char- 
acter of the Austro-German arrangement, what- 
ever be the ultimate form it is destined to take, it 
undoubtedly has for its basie the project of a 
Customs Union. 41) the authorities agree that 
this union is to embrace the Austrian and German 
Empires; and there is a genera) belief that pro- 
vision will be made for inclusion witbin it at no 
distant time of all the small Continental communi- 
ties speaking languages having an affinity with the 
German tongue: of the Scandinavian States, of 
Holland, and it may even be of Switzerland. 
Within the boundaries thus marked out there will 
be absolute free trade, far more complete than bas 
ever existed between any two of the countries com- 
posing the Union. But the whole will de sur- 
rounded by au iron ring of protection. The system 
will be tbat of the United States; and, though it 
will cover a smaller territory, it will operate over a 
much larger and more compact population of much 
more settled pursuits." 

So faras Austria is concerned, this gigan- 
tic scheme has undoubtedly already been 
consummated, thus extending free trade, in 
addition to the 44,000,000 people in Germa- 
ny, to the 38,000,000 in Austria. The 
scheme still further embraces Switzerland, 
which is two-thirds German, and Holland 
and the Scandinavian States, which in race 
and language bear a strong similarity 
to Germany. When-consummated it will 
include in the Union the following 
populations: Germany, 44,000,000; Aus- 
trian Empire, 28,000,000; Holland, 4,000,- 
000; Denmark, 2,500,000; Sweden and 
Norway, 7,500,000; and Switzerland. 
2,500,000,—a total of nearly 100,000,000 
people, covering an area of 600,000 
or 700,000 squere miles. Approximately, 
the Customs Union will include one-third 
the population of Europe, occupying one- 
fourth of its area, with unobstructed free 
trade among them all. 

Assuming that the new Customs Union is 
carried out aud brought into complete 
working order, the importance of its results 
can hardly be overestimated, especially when 
it is considered that the scheme may be suffi- 
ciently contagious to induce France to push 
for free trade with the Latin Union States and 
Spain and Portugal. Prince Bismarcx un- 
doubtedly remembers the effect of free trade 
in consolidating the German Empire, and 
will extend it with all his characteristic 
energy and vigor, leaving behind him an im- 
mensely powerful Bund in Europe, stretch- 
ing from the Baltic to the Zgean Sea, and 
knit together with the closest of bonds, —free- 
trade. Pulling down custom-houses, doing 
away with passports, wiping out fron- 
tier lines, and granting all in the 
Union free commerce, unrestricted railroad 
transportation, and mutually advantageous 
communication, must tend to weld them into 
one harmonious and international mass. He 
will leave behind him a great Central Euro- 
pean Power, perfectly self-defensive and 
reciprocally supported by the tax on foreign 
goods, which will be divided pro rata among 
the members of the Union, according to 
the population. It must inevitably join 
these people into one great homogeneous 
whole, whicl?can be united with the utmost 
ease in resisting outside encroachments. The 
closer contact and community of interests 
will arouse a new spirit which will have all 
the characteristics of a common national 
feeling. As time goes on this spirit will 
increase, and the people will come nearer 
and nearer together, and be actuated by 
common ideas and impulses, until at last 
they will become members of one and the 
same great Teutonic Empire, dominating 
Europe. If Bismancx desires to leave be- 
hind him an enduring monument that will 
carry his fame to posterity, he could not 
covet a grander one than this. 


— —— — — — 


Commissioner Waites has been digging 
outa nest of sinecures in the Water Depart- 
ment. He has discovered a whole platoon 
of fellows drawing salaries with the most re- 
markable punctuality who have not a thing 
to do except tax-eating. The list of deadheads 
he has prepared are devouring at least 
$30,000 of water-tax revenue. He finds that, 
of twenty-three “shut-off men,” not more 
than three or four are needed or perform 
any work; of the dozen collectors, nine are 
not wanted; and, of the dozen inspectors, 
half should go, as there is not work for more 
than five or six. All these useless leeches 
had themselves tucked away out of sight so 
cunningly that it was difficult to discover 
them, or find they were performing no 
service. One method Commissioner Watize 
employed to discover the dead-beats was the 
adoption of a rule 
**Requiring all such employes to make daily re- 
ports to him. which has shown that it pote many 
of them to their wits’ end to explain from day to 


day what they have been doing. Some of them re- 


port that they have been ‘looking for leaks," etc. 
which be does not deem necessary; and, since he 
is also looking for ‘leaks,’ be has come to the 
conclusion that be has found a good-sized one in 
keeping their names on the pay-rolls of the city. 
The money to be saved he proposes shall be, in 
fact, a saving to the people in the reduchoes of 
their water-rates, if the Council will only co-oper- 


ate and give him the necessary legislation. This 


move is the first in an effort to reduce the water- 


rates; and, addiog to this a closer collection and & 


more rigid economy of management in other direc- 
tions, he hopes to be able to show the Council that 
the rate of water taxation can be materially less- 
ened on and after the lst of May. 


This movement of the Commissioner to 
stop leaks in the City Treasury by dismiss- 


ing forty deadheads from the Water Depart- 


ment will, of course, cause a howl. It 


will be resisted by the bummers and Com- 


munistsin the Council. The Lawrns, MoNat- 


Lys, AurprTzrs, Mrrexs, Mi, PEEVEYS, 
and other professionals whose instinct and 
principle are to squander other people’s 
money, will bawl about the rights of the 
‘poor man,” and the cruel wrong it is to 


abolish comfortable sinecures, or to dismiss 


useless and unnecessary officeholders. The 
chief end of an Alderman, m their view, is 
to multiply tax-eaters and revenue-suck- 
ers. It remains to be seen whether the 
Mayor has the public interest. sufficiently at 
heart to sustain the Commissioner in stop- 
ping these leaks in the City Treasury, and 
disregarding the vicious clamors of a parcel 
oftoorrupt bummers in the Council, who will 
insist on retaining the forty deadheads on 
the pay-ro 

A very interesting case of Sabbath-breaking 
has just been tried in a Baltimore court, before 


Judge Garey. Jon H. McCugpy, an engi- 


peer on the Western Maryland Railway, was 
fined $5 and costs, by a Justice of the Peace, 
for working on Sunday, McCurpy having run a 
special passenger-train out to a camp-meeting 
in the vicinity of Baltimore. He appealed from 
the decision of the Justice, and obtained à re- 
versal of the judgment and the remission of the 
fine. The law under which McCurpY was fined 
bas been on the statute-book of Maryland over 
150 years, and is quite stringent for these dars 
of modern liberalism in religious thought; but 
there were enough loooboles in it to let the 
defendant out. Judge Garzy seemed to look 
upon the case as a test of the Sunday question, 
and rendered an able and elaborate opinion. 
He cited the opinion of the Supreme Court 
of the Uniced States that ships might enter 
and depart from ports, discharge and take in 
cargoes, and do other things of vecessity, with- 
out disobeying the Sunday law. He contended 
also that railroad-trains might be ruo on Sun- 
dav for the accommodation of the public, and 
come under that phrase of the statute which 
exempts people who do “ works of necessity or 
charity from the penalties attached to the law. 
The case under review was one of this kind. It 
was a necessity for men to worsbip Gop, and 
camp-meeting was a good place to do it; there- 
fore McCurDY was doing a work of ‘* necessity 
and charity” in running his train out to the 
camp-eround on Sunday. It was simply going 
to ehurch. in the opinion of Judge GARBY; and 
our modern customs justified the use of car- 
riages, street and steam cars for that purpose.

TRADE-MARKS.

tions shall be received from applicants. Trade- 
marks will hereafier be registered on pending or 
future applications only in favor of those per- 
sons who, with full knowledge of the decision 
of the Supreme Court, shall request such regis- 
tration. Fees beretofore p in trade-mark 
cases capnot be refunded without furwner legis- 
lation by Congress.

New York, Nov. 22.—The stock market 
righted itself to-day, and a strong and buoyant 
tone prevailed. The discovery of the canard 
character of the Vanderbilt story resulted in 
restoring confidence, and the change for the 
better was at once apparent in the market this 
morning. 

Modestly going back on its Gould- Vanderbilt 
statements of yesterday, the Graphic says: 
„The whole story of the sale of Central and 
the traffic agreement is beyond question a 
collosal tie. It bas had the effect, however, of 
liquidating an inflated speculation and laying 
the foundation tor a healthy advance in prices 
of substantial properties.“ But why did the 
Tribune and Graph‘c spread so on a collosal lie, 
and publish it as a fact? 

The prevailing opinion is that the bottom has 
been reached, and the stock market relieved 
from the dangerous features of the last few 
weeks. There is abundant evidence that the 
leading speculators have got back their lines 
of stocks, and that the principal bears have also 
covered their short sales. In a few words, the 
stocks which the lambs held bave been trans- 
ferred largely to the ownership of professional 
speculators, and those short of stocks are not the 
great speculators. Mr. Keene, even among his 
peers, is now conceded one of the most brilliant 
and courageous operators od the street. Upon 
bisown testimony ne bought yesterday 40,000 
shares of Erie, and heavy lines of New Jersey 
Central, St. Paul, and Northwestern when the 
market was at its lowest ebb. His profits, he 
said to Ma). Selover, were upwards of $5,000,000. 
Russell Sage last nicht was a strong bull, and 
declared be had been a large purchaser of 
stocks that afternoon, and proposed to buy 
more to day. 

To-day the downward boom in the orice of 
stocks, which began Monday and threatened 
yesterday to culminate in a panic, bas been 
checked, at least for the time being; ad advance 
of from 3 to 5 per cent bas been made all along 
the lines, and confidence has in a measure been 
restored on the street. Men who sold out 
yesterday and Thursday during the general 
tumble lament their hasty action, while those 
who took advaatage of the falling market are 
exultant, and among the multitude profiting by 
the change. Brokers who were despond- 
ent over the heavy decline, and 
lost through the failure of their 
customers to meet their margins, contrary to 
the expectations of many of them, received 
fresh orders by mail and telegraph from every 
direction, and even before the opening of the 
Board it was apparent from the confidence that 
prevailed that the dowuward tendency of prices 
would be checked. 

When the President rapped his gavel the 
stock room was packed to suffocation with a 
throng of brokers numbering fully 1.500. Jer- 
sey Central, which closed yesterday at 73%, 
opened at 764, —an advance of 2 
cents. It remained at this figure for 
some time, and then fell to 7536. 
Deiaware & Hudson, which ciose at 70% yester- 
day, opened at 7944, and rallied to 81. Erie pre- 
ferred, follow ing in the lime, opened at 36, then 


advanced to 36%, and then jumped to 3736. 
Norchwestern, which closed at 86%, jumped to 
88, and, under a strong pressure. went up to 
Sig wituin fifteen minutes. Wabash, which 
closed at 444¢ yesterday afternoon, advanced 
to. Sldg, where it remained firm. Iron 
Mountain, another of Gould’s stock, closed 
at 41K yesterday, mounted up to44 at ine open- 
ing, nen rallied to 5. All other stocks went 
up in the same proportion. 

At half-past 12 the market was somewhat 
feverish, Dut the advance bid wus maintained 
with but slight variations until the close. 

A banker said: It now looks as though we 
have lived over what appeared vesterday to be a 
crisis. Ihe reaction in prices of stocks is legiti- 
mate, and | am inclined to think there will be 
no beavy dropping off for the present.“ 

Uut-ol-town customers have iu no wise become 
disheartened or alarmed ov their temporary re- 
verses. as is shown dy orders flow ip upon 
brokers to-day. Good stocks have been in de- 
mint since the decline began, and will continue 
to be in dem nd. There is no danger of a pauic, 
for the reason that in 1878 the market bad the 
big men, whereas to-day the big men control 
the market.

TAXING MORTGAGES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

CuicaGo, Nov. 19.—I have carefully read your 
editorial in Tus [Risune of this morning, on 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of Kirtland vs. The ‘ssessor 
of he Couctyr of Litchfield, in the State of Con- 
necticut. I have not read the opinion of the 
Court, as I presume you have not; bat, as the 
decision was an aflirmation of the law as ex- 
pounded by the Connecticut Courts, the argu- 
ment and theory of the case is well understood. 

I think the general opinion of taxpayers will 
be, that the Courts of Connecticut and the 
Supreme Court of the United States are right in 
the views they hold in regard to 
taxing mortgages, and that the position

“The man in Connecticut” did not “invest 
his money in real estate in Chicago.“ He sim- 
ply loaned it to a man in Chicago, and took a 
pote aud mortgage as collateral security for the 
payment of his dent. Suppose be had loaned 
it. and taken a note with Potter Palmer and 
Messrs. Field & Leiter as indorsers; that would 
bave been better than his mortgage, because it 
did not involve the delay and expense of fore- 
closure or the equities of redemption. Such a 
note beld in Litchfield wouldn't have been 
taxed in Chicago, but it ough’ to be taxed in the 
hands of Kirtland, because it represented so 
much cash or persona! property. Even in the 
case where a note is secured by a mortgage, the 
mortgagee may sue and recover on tne note, 
without hav ug recourse to foreclosure. 

You seem to lose sight of the maio point in 
the case when you assert that Connecticut ‘is 
recognized as possessng the legal power to 
assess taxes upon property which exists oniy in 
the State of Illinois.“ That is not ne theory 
of the decision at all. Nei her the court of 
Connecticut nor the State, bas anything what- 
ever to do with the assessment «nd collection of 
taxes iu the State of Illinois. But it Aas the 
right to see that every citizen of the State of 
Connecticut shall contribute in taxes bis equal 
share of the expense of rund ug the Govern- 
ment. Kirtland set uo the same claim that 
Tun TRIBUNE does, to-wit: that he mortgaged 
property in [ilinois bad already paid a tax, and 
that, therefore, the power of taxation was ex- 
bausted.“ Exhausted as far as Illinois is con- 
cerned, and justly so; but not as far as the 
State of Connecticut is concerned. Kirtland 
might have loaned his entire fortune 
in he West. where ‘he rate of interest is much 
higher than in he Bast, and not pay a ceot of 
tax, if Tus Triscune’s theory be the correct 
one. 

It is no sufficient answer to say that the effect 
of this decision will be to increase the rate of 
interest. Lenders always expect to make the 
borrowers pay enough tocover all contingencies 
and leave them a fair net profiton he loau. And 
debtors will continue to pay a high rate of in- 
terest before they will adopt your remedy and 
give deeds instead of mortgages, tak ng back a 
bond for a deed when all the conditions of the 
bond are complied with. That woald be a cut- 
throat process of collecting a debt that no 
man in bis senses would consent to. In that 
case, the title to the property would vest abso- 
lutely in the creditor, and the delay of fore- 
closure and the chance of redemption would be 
lost entirely to the debtor.

Presidency of the New Board-Candidates 
for the Prominent Places. 

A week from to-morrow the new County Board 
will de organized. Asa matter of course there is 
a good deal of pipe-laying and log- ro ling going 
on, every member of the incoming Board having 
some special and particular ax to grind. The trata 
is, however, that the whole fight hinges on the 
Chairmanship. and that everything in the nature 
of committee appointments depens thereon. 

FOR THE OFFICE OF CHAIRMAN 
of the Board there are four candidates, —Stewart, 
Wood, Ayars, and Wheeler. Mr. Senne, who rep- 
resents a country district, has held the position 
two years, and there isa decided feeling that the 
city should name the man this trip. This disposes 
at once of Wood, who resides in Oak Park, and 
Ayars, who ornaments Evanston. As to 
Wheeler's candidacy, that is looked upon as 
a joke,—or a did for some good 
Chairmanenip. This leaves Stewart, who resides 
in the Fourth Ward, with a decided bulge on the 
rest. and, if there is to be any fight, it will be be- 
tween dim and Wod. The latter is supposed to 
be the better parilamentarian of the two, but the 
truth is that no special knowledge of such tactics 
is uired, and any 16-year-old High-scbool boy 
—— preside over the deliberations of the county 
olons. 

As to the Committees. tne wildest surmises have 
been made by a morning paper published in Chica- 
go, which, as av apology for its ignorance of the 
facts, publishes periodicaliy yards of imag- 
inative history. The whole story may 
be summed up in this: That. whetner 
Stewart or Wood may be chosen Chairman. very few 
changes ia the Committee C jairmansnips will de 
made. and that these will depend solely on who is 
elected to the foremost place.

Dr. Harroun, the present incumbent of 
the office, has proven himself a capable officer. and 
is a candidate for re-election. He is supported by 
the German members of the Board, who have as 
their second choice Dr. Bluthardt. The latter has 
held certain positions heretofore, but the chances 
of his waking the riffethi time are infinitly small. 
Dr. Ben C. Miller is also a candidate, and is loom - 
ing up. The exceileat way in wien he adminis- 
tered affairs in 1872-03 gives him great strength. 
Dr. Geiger, formerly County Physician, is aiso in 
the feld. and so are ove or two more. On tne 
whole, it seems as if the choice would fall upon 
Dr. Miller, who is certainly capable to fli the bill. 

For Committee Clerk, O. R. Nasa, who has held 
the office for the past year, will receive the unan- 
imous vote of the Board. It is possible that there 
may de a tight over some of the other officers. The 
Board elects a raft of engineers, watchmen, and 
tne like, and probably every member has a candi- 
date for every position.

VIRGINIA. 


The Contest Between the Debtpsayers and 
Readjusters—Republicans Hold the Bal- 
ance of Power. 

Wasuineron, Nov. 22.—The chief political 
topic here is the contest in Virginia between the 
Debtpavers and Readjusters. It transpires that 
each class of Democrats bas elected an equal 
number of members of the Legislature, while 
the Republicans have elected twenty-seven 
members, of which ten are classed as Debtpay- 
ers and seventeen as Readjusters. This differ- 
ence gives the Readjusters a small majority if 
no other question is entered in to complicate 
matters. But other questions do enter in, and 
the Republicans propose, while holding the bal- 
ance of power, to secure concessions which will 
advance their interests. The leaders of both 
classes of Democrats are offering very ad- 
vantageous terms, and the question under con- 
sideration is, Which side will most surely carry 
out the promises made? The present State 
officers are Debtpayers, and, as their continu- 
ance in office and the cenera) distribution of 
patronage depends upon the triumph of their 
side, they offer to keep open the schools and 
repeal the Poll-Tax law,—whereby thousands of 
colored people are deprived of their votes,. -und 
concede other political advantages, if the Re- 
publicans only jom them in a measure for the 
payment of the debt and election of State offi- 
cers. The Readjusters offer similar terms, 
except that they ask that Mahone, their 
leader, be elected United States Senator. 
It is understood that the promise of 
Republican support was given to Mahone 
during the canvass. He represented to them 
that repudiation was vot intended; that there 
were other th.ags bes:des the debt to de read 
justed; that ne sc3o0ol-clos ng measure, whicd 
originated with the Debt-payers, needed read- 
justing; that the system of taxation needed re- 
adjusting; and that the Poll-Tax law. which re- 
quires payment a month before election-dars, 
needs readjusting, so that the colored Repudite- 
ans may no longer be deprived of their votes. 
Hence, the name Readjusters has had a liberal 
meaning in the canvass, which gave Mahone 
great advantages. Both sides have sought 
to cultivate frieodiy relations with 
the colored people. Meetings have been held 
since the election over which colored men bave 
presided. and at which colored speakers have 
sbared tne time with white speakers, and very 
friendly relations exist between the races. The 
contest bas been watched with deep interest 
from bere. The President sees in the resuit of 
this campaigo and in he present situation a 
better prospect for the future of Virginia. The 
colored voter is now au important factor, and. 
all rights being assured, peace and prosperity 
will follow.

HIS SAFE RETURN TO CHICAGO. 

Walter G. Goodrich, the young attorney whose 
mysterious disappearance a month ago was duly 
chronicled, has returned to his home and friends. 
Although there is no record of any extra demand 
for veal, it is probable that the fatted calf was 
duly slaughtered and the prodigal son received in 
good shape, according to Scriptural precedent.

THE STENCH CASES. 
KEEP AFTER THE OFFENDERS. 

About a week ago twenty-five men in the employ 
of one of the various fertilizing establisnments— 
commonly known as stench-factories—on the South 
Side were brought before the South Side Police 
Court on a charge or carrying on operations after 
the license of the factory had been revoked. On 
condition that they should not again engage in the 
work, the fines were suspended and they were set 
at liberty.

The first witness examined was Dr. Oscar De 
Wolf, the Commissioner of Health. who defined his 
official position, and stated furtuer that he was ac- 
quainted with the Illinois Drying Company: that 
their license had been revokeu, and that they bad 
persisted in carrying on business since such revo- 
cation had gone into effect. 

Mr. Lewis Murpay. Clerk of the Health Depart- 
ment, and it special officer at the Union Stock- 
Yards, testified as to having arrested the defendant 

The defendant was fined $100 and costs, and took 
an appes!. 

After the trial was over a representative of the 
defeodant engaged in conversation with Dr. De 
Wolf. wao stated that he intended to prosecute all 
such cases without fail, age 

Mr. Weob's representative urged that the IIlinois 
Drying Company had not been engaged in active 
Operations; thatit had merely received the offal at 
ite factory, and seut it out of the city. 

Col. Cameron said taat that action came under 
the law and was punishable accordingly. 

Dr. D Wolf sat that he intended to bring the 
violators of the ordinance again and again oefore 
the Police Court, and to secure judgment after 
judgment against them until they gave up the 
business,

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RENAN’S NEW BOOK. 
HISTORY OF THE ORIGINS OF CHRISTIANITY. 
Ernest Renan bas just published at Paris the 
sixth volume of his series,. The History of the 
Origins of Christianity.“ which will be com- 
pleted in afew Months dy the publication of 
the seventh treatise, having as its theme and 
title, Marcus Aurelius.“ The ober volumes 
of the series iu their order are The Life of 
Cbrut, “The Apostles, Saint Paul,“ The 
Antichrist,” The Gospels,“ ana ** The Christian 


Church — IL. Eglise Curetienne“ being that 


first published by Calmann-Levy. The follow- 
ing extract, somewhat condensed in parts by 
the owission of sentences or even paragraphs, 
but m no case departing from the author’s own 
language, is from the chapter on The Christians 
and Public Opinion“: 

“To be just we must keep in mind the preju- 
dices under which lived fataliy the public of 
that day. Of Christianity very little was known. 
The lower classes cannot bear to have any one 
distint, living apart from them, being more 
Puritanical than they, absteining from their 
festivais and custotas. When things are hid- 
den they always suppose that there is some- 
thing to hide. From all time = secret 
worships have provoked certain calum- 

nies, always the same. The mystery 
in which’ ther are enveloped inspires 
belief in outrages upon nature, infanticides, in- 
cests, even caunibalism. Folk are abt to see in 
them secret leagues organized against the laws. 
Informers, besides, had under the ancient law, 
despite the efforts of the good Emperors, an 
importance which happily thev no longer pos- 
sess. ‘There was thus a certain class of libelous 
charges prepared as it were in advance which 
no Christian could escape. Naturally all these 
porular rumors were false; facts misunder- 
stood, however, lent them countenance. Some 
investigations had resulted to tie injury of the 
parties incuipated—'he apologists do not deny 
it. The nightly meetings, the signs of recogni- 
tion, sundry odd symbols, everytning pertainin 
10 the eucbaristic mvstery, the sacramenta 
phrases coueerning the flesn and blood of 
Christ—all these excited suspicion. Thé bread 
which the Cbristian woman tasted in secret be- 
fore each meal must have seemed like a philter. 
A wumber of such practices seemed to indicate 
the capital crime of magic. Ihe custom of the 
faithful of addressing each other as brothers 
and sisters, ami above all the sacred kiss of 
peace, were likely to provoke the most un- 
favorable interpretation in the minds of people 
unable to understand that golden age of 
purity. 

“Singularly enough the only part of pagan so- 
ciety with which the Christians had some anal- 
ogies of opinion was the group of the Epicur- 
eans. The name of atheist was applied indiffer- 
ently to the disciple of Jesus and the disciple of 
Epicurus, who bad this in common—they de- 
nied, for very different reasons, the puerile su- 
pernatura!, the ridiculous marvels in which the 
people believed. ‘The Epicureans saw in these 
the deceptions of priests, the Curistians the de- 
ceptionsof demons. What aggravated the case 
of the Christian was the belief tiat they were 
cspable by th ir exorcisms of putting an end to 
the local prodigies and silencing the oracles 
which made the celebrity—and fortune—of a 
city or a country. When Alexander saw his 
frauds ventilated, “It is not surprising,” he 
cried; *“*the country swarms with atheists and 
Christians,“ frightening the people and gaining 
for the impostor a moment's popularity, in 
which he burned the books of E icurus and or- 
dered the followers ol both sects to be stoned. 
Amastris, a Christian ana Epicurean city, was 
particularly odious to him. 

* The Christians availed themselves of the ar- 
gumeuts of the free-thinkers and the ineredu- 
lous to turn popular beliefs into derision and 
combat fatalism. ‘The oracles were me objects 
of the railieries of all men of wit ana common 
sense, whose jests the Christian applauded. A 
curious instance is that of Acnemaus of Gadara, 
a cynic philosopher, who, having been deceived 
by a talse oracle, lost his temper, and took bis 
vengeance in a book called ‘ihe Rascals Ex- 
posed,’ in which be ridiculed pieasantly as an 
imposture the superstition of which for a mo- 
meut be had been a dupe. This book was re- 
ceived witb eagerness by the Christians aud the 
Jews. Eusebius inserted it at length in bis 
*Evangelical Preparation,’ and the Jews seem 
to have classed its autbor with Balaam among 
the in voluntary pagan apoiogists of Israel. 

**The Christians and the Stoics, who ip real- 
ity resembled each other much more than the 
Christians and the Epicureans, are never com- 
pared and never confounded with each other. 
To the Stoics the courage of the Christian mar- 
tyrs seemed silly obstinacy, an affectation of 
tragic heroism, a resolution to die whica only 
merited reprehension. hese troops of fovls 
from Asia sho came in search of death irritated 
them, and were by them confounded with the 
vain and proud cynics who sought theatrical 
deaths, and burned themeelves alive to be 
taiked about. 

“itis pot doubtful that iu a great many 
cafes the provocation came from the martyrs. 
But civil society bas no rigbt to allow itself to 
be drawn into severity, even towards those who 
seem to demand that it be applied to them. 
We shall see the atrocious cruelty of the Roman 
Denal code create martyrology, the source itself 
of a vast legendary literature, full of absurdi- 
ties and exaggerations. From Nero to Com- 
modus, with the exce tion of some sbort m- 
tervals, it may be said that the Christian lives 

having always before his eyes the prospect of 
ure. Martyrdom is the basis of tie Chris- 
apologies. According to the controversial- 
ists of that time it is the sign of the truth of 
Ch ity. The orthodox church alone bas 

Martyrs; the dissenting sects, as, for instance, 
t Montanists, make ardent efforts to prove 
that they are not without this supre ice test of 
truth. goostics are placed under the ban 
2 the churcnes, mainly because they profess 

iuutility of martyrdom. Persecution, in- 
deed, was then, as Tertullian, bath it, the 
Christian’s natural condition. The details of 
the Acts of the martyrs may be for the greater 
part false. The frichttul picture which they 
uoroll before us was none the less a reality. 
e bave often been shown misleading 
representations of this terrible struggle 
Which bas surrounded the Christian origins with 
20 t an aureole and bas impriuted on the 
ages of the Empire a hideous stain of 
blood, bat its gravity bas never been exagger- 
ated. ‘tution has been an element of the 
first importance in the formation of that great 
Sss0ciation of men which was in the first to

ADHESIONS TO THE POPE FLOCKING IN FROM 
ALL QUARTERS. 

The elevation of Leo XIII. to the supreme 
authority in the Holy See marked the close of 
that policy of abstention which the late Pope 
had advised bis universal flock to follow. Cath- 
olics have at last begun to realize that to refrain 
from an active interest in the politics of their 
respective countries would be to destroy their 
long political prestige without hope of ever re- 
gaining it, and accordingly they now display the 


strongest activity in every line of popular inter- 


est. The opposition in France to the new law 
of M. Ferry, the Minister of Public Instruction, 
the reactionary movement in Germany, which 
has compelled Prince Bismarck to lean toward 
the Ultramontanes, and, more recently, the

Italy, are undoubted evidences bf the awakeving 
oi Catholics to such a political life as may power- 
fully influence the course of future events.

Among them we sbould mention the proposal 
of instituting Catholic clubs for woekmea, with 
measures to insure their practical utility. An- 
other concerned the means of improving the 
moral and ecovomical conditions of the agri- 
cultural class. Another, by a Jesuit, advocated 
freedom of instruction, and violently atiacked 
the Italian Government for the exclusion of the 
clergy irom the public schools. A speaker, 
starting from the recent victories of the Catholic 
party in the municival elections of Rome and 
ether cities, discussed the advantages that must 
accrue from strong internal upionin action as 
well as faith, and from voting in a body for 
Catholic candidates. The subject of pilgrimages 
could not be overlooked. The amusing feature 
in this part was that a certain speaker demanded 
that the Congress should pass some enactment 
to promote and multiply pilgrimages, and that 
the Congress did actually do so. Another orator 
shortly after pointed out that the scarce atten- 
dance at pilgrimages was chiefly due to their in- 
creasing number. He accordingly advocated 
that Congress should recommend à suitable re- 
trenchment, which proposition was lkewise 
passed amid unapimous applause. A German 
prelate strove tc impress upon the audience the 
importance of studying sacred music, in elo- 
quent terms recalled the names of those com- 
posers who elevated this kind of music to its 
sublimest expression, and ended in a strong ap- 
peal in bebalf of general training in Church- 
music,—not losing, however, the opportunity of 
stigmatizing to the best of bis ability the music 
of the theatres. 

The most important speeches were those de- 
livered by Baron D’Ondes Reggio, the Abbe 
Leon Esseyra, of Fricbourg, Switzerland; ibe 
Marquis Sassoli, and by Prof. Balan on Peter's 
Pence.’’ D’Ondes Reggio, in the early days of 
the Italian Parliament, was, with Cautu, the 
strongest representative of the Catholic party. 
He gave up bis seat from scruples of conscience, 
and has since retirea to private life and devoten 
all his energies to the preservation of the re- 
ligious feeling among the Sicilians. He isa 
venerable old man, whom even the most radical 
liberals cannot tailto respect. He had pre- 
pared a long address, which, though be was 
present at ine Congress, was delivered by bis 
friend, Baron Raviguani. Its leugth was such 
that it could not be detiveredin one sitting. 
Prof. Balan’s speech on Peter's Pence bad 
quite practical results. Hise appeal to the 
Congress to give the example by generous ol- 
ferings was readily responded to. In atew 
minutes over $1,000 were deposited on the 
bench of the Presidency. The Marquis Sassoli 
utrfdertook to treat ne agricultural question in 
connection witn religious feeling. He frameda 
glowing view of the sufferings of the working 
classes, and eloquently spoke of the duties ol 
capitalists, ending his oration Dy @ poetic ap- 


peal to Christian women, in which he solicited | 


their example in bebaliof the improvement o. 
the workingmen. ‘lhe Congress was ciosed by 
an address to the Pope, and tne audience die- 
persed amid a tumult of applause. 


ISERNIA’S SAINT. 
THE SAD MISHAP WHICH HAPPENED TO AN 
ITALIAN TOWN. 
New York Times. 

Isernia is a piciuresque, out-of-the-way little 
mountain town in South Italy. Its inhabitants 
are stsongly conservative in their views, aud 
have always maintained the right and duty of 
brigandage with steadfast zeal. In fact, 6 con- 
servative is isernia that it clung to the Bourbon 
cause long after King Francis II. had been driven 
out of Naples, and the Isernians pride them- 
selves to this day op having cefeatec a column 
of Garibaldians led by Mario and Nullo, and sent 
by the Dictator to diffuse the blessings of civil 
and religious liberty with the bayonet. 

A great many years ago Isernia chose a patron 
saint. An ambitious Italian town usually 
selects a prominent saint for its patron, thereby 
making a grave mistake. Even the abiest saint, 
if he bas a dozen or fifteen towas to look after, 
cannot give them that close attention warich each 
one needs. It is far better for a town to have 
the exclusive attention of a good but little- 
known saint than’ to put itself in charge of a 
more famous one who already has bis hands full 
with other towns. Such was the excellent 
reasoning of the people ot Isernia. They for- 


. bore to trouble St. Antonio or St. Joseph, but 


they picked out St. Nicandro, a quiet, unosten- 
tatious saint, of whom ſew people had ever 
beard, and they elected him to the office of 
patroa of Isernia. 

The event proved their wisdom. St. Nican- 
dro, from the very beginning, gave universal 
satisfaction. There was nothing gaudy or sen- 
sational about him. He just went on in the 
regular line of bis Uuty, giving bis undivided 
attention to Isernia, and never negiecting bis 
clients in avy circumstances whatever. Natu- 
rally the Isernians became very proud of bim, 
and were elways ready to back him against any 
Other saint, no matter who be mi.bt be. They 
ever drew comparisons between St. Nicandro 
and St. Januarius which were not at all flatter- 
ing to the latter. The Isernian would often say 
to the Neapolitan: **St. Januarius is no doubt 
a first-class saint, but either a city of 600,000 
peoole is too large for bim, or else he negiects 
‘There must be something wrong 
about a saivt who lets the cholera into his city. 
Now, we never have the cholera in Isernia, and 
if vou Neapolitans bad a saint like St. Nicandro 

ou micht consider yourselves fort unate. 
When we remember the delicate and difficult 
nositiom occupied by a patron saint who is ex- 


pected to please every man, woman, and child 


in his particular towa, it must be coniessed that 
the success of St. Nicandro proves that he was 
ove of the most skillful and meritorious sain,s

About two months ago there came to Isernia 
a cunning and wicked man. He bad money in 
his pocket, and a wheedling and disaonest 
tongue in its usual place. This well-equipped

It is hard!y necessary to say that the Isernians 
were to Une last degree indignant. Even the mob- 
biug of an mnocent priest, whom they mistook 
for the guilty one, amd accordingly loaded with

relief to their troubled spirits. It is said that 
they have lost all beart for their ordinary eccu- 
pations. Sileat are the bereaved hand-organs 
of Isernia, and the maccaroni hangs uneaten by 
the roadside. How to get back the missing St.

to ad St. Nicancro and bring him back, but, as 
the pew priest pointed out, this scheme of set- 
ting a saint to catch a saint might not be favora- 
bly viewed by ei her of the two saints in ques- 
tion. Meanwhjie, the weather grows constantly 
worse, the erod continue scanty,—ouly two rich 
travelers hay un come within roobing distance of 
the town since last Julvy,—and there is a geueral 
feeling that Isernia is ruined unless St. Nicandro 
can be found and reinstalled as its patron. 

Not oniy bas the loss of its patron saint been 
au incalculable injury to Iseruta, but the ſuci- 
deut has cast agloom over all Southern Italy, 
ana created a feeling of insecurjty as to saiats 
which is very painful. It is possible that the 
purcuaserof St. Nicandro was the emissary of 
arival community anxious to secure tle mo- 
vopoly of so successful a saint, but the proba- 
bilities indicate that he was a salut-collector or 
ossomaniac,—a mad, heretical Englishman, who 
roams from towa to town buying up meritorious 
saints in order to put them im bis private mu- 
seum. What this miserable man has done in 
Isernia he may do in a score ef other towns. 
‘Ten thousand fraucs for a single saint is a bigh 
price,—much higher, in fact, hen the ruling 
market rate of saints. The parish priests 0 
ltaly are, as a rule, extremely Louest, simple- 
minded, good men, but among them there Can, 
of course, be found those who will yield to the 
temptation to sell a saint agaidst whom they 
may have good reason to complain for a large 
sum in cash. There are probably few towns in 
Southern Italy at the present moment whose 
people do not dread lest this saint- ollector 
should come and secretiy take away their saint, 
and unless something is done—say the discov- 
erw and sbooting of the saintgcoliector—to pro- 
duce a feeling of security saints. the de- 
moralization and disorcanization of South 
Italian society will proceed at a rapid rate.

MARTIN LUTHER. 
TIE WILL OF THE GREAT RELIGIOUS REFORMER. 

In the archives of the Evangelical Synod of 
Hungary a document was found some months 
age containing the will of Martin Luther, writ- 
ten by his own hand, and signed by Philip Me- 
lancthon, Kasper Krueiger, and Johannes Bugen- 
hagen as witnesses. Some doubt was at first 
entertained about the athenticity of the docu- 
ment, but, after a minute examination, a com- 
petent committee of scholars and experts have 
pronounced it genuine, and it is now given to 
the public. It reads thus: 

I. Martin Luther, Dr., etc., do, by this writ 
drawn up by my own hand, declare that I give 
tomy dear and faithful wife, Cathrine, as 4 
widow’s vension, for her to enjoy as long as she 
lives, and according to her own will aud pleas- 
ure. and beaueath to her all that now follows: 

First—The small property in Zubstorff which 
I bave bought and taken care of and held in my 
possession up to this day. N | 

Secoud—Brune’s house, for ber to live in, 
which 1 have bought in my Wollff’s name. 

Third— The cuvs and jewelry, such as rings, 
chains, and medals, which people have given 
me, aud chalices of silver and gold, all of which 
mav bave a value of about 1,000 guldeu. 

I do this— 

First—Because she has always treated me as a 
pious and faithful wiie should treat her hus- 
band: because she has always loved me, re- 
spected me, and taken care of me, and because 


has given me fivé living children, and educated 
them. (God take care of those who may still 
be alive.) 

Second—Because she shall take upon herself 
and pay the debt which | may still nave stand- 
ing and leave unpaid when 1 die. As tar as I 
can see this debt cannot now be more than 
CCCLF™*, but it may possibly be a little more. 

‘Ll bird—Because 1 wil! not that sue shall be 
dependent of the cmildren, but the children 
shall be depeudent of ber, for they shall respect 
and obey her, such as the commandment of God 
save. I have oiten seen, and I know from ex- 
perience how, in spite of this commandment, 
the devil will allure and incite children, even 
the most pious, through envious and malicious 
lips, especially attimes when the sons take wives 
and the daughters marry, and then even Socrus 
Nurum Nurus Socrum. But I think that a 
mother is the best master of her owa children; 
and that alittle property, or widow’s pension, 
like this, will not be spent to hurt or harm the 
children, but to ticir own progress and pros- 
perity, for they were made out of ber own flesh 
and borne from under ber own beart. 

She she feel compelled to marry again,—and 
I veither can nor will set myself against ber will 
in this respect.—I feel sure that sbe will act as 
a good mother to our children, and faithfully 
share with them both this widow’s pension and 
everything else. But I desen my high mas- 
ter, Duke Johan Friederich, Elector, and her 
Electoral Grace, that they will maintain this 
gift and widow’s pension, and watch that it is 
well administrated. 

[also beg all my good friends that they will 
testify in favor of my wife, and aid ner in de- 
fending berselfif evil tongues should accuse her 
of having taken to herself or put aside any sum 
of money from the poor children. 1 testify that 
there is no ready money leit, and that the jew- 
elry and the cups Delong to the widow’s pension, 
as above set forth. But there shall be made a 
public account, because people know how large 
an income 1 derived from my good Master, and 
that I have not kept back one farthing or the 
least bit of anything; and with respect to the 
gifts, they are either among the above-men- 
tioned jewelry or they are still due to me.t 

I have bought and built all, and | have man- 
aged my income aud my presents very closely. 
People may wonder how 1 have been able to 
pay my exoenses, but none shall wonder that 
there is no ready money left or that the debt is 
not larger. I beg you to do me this favor, be- 
cause the devil, who has bad vo power over me, 
might disturb Cathrine's heart and make it ap- 
pear acrime to her that she became and—God 
be thanked—atill is Dr. Martin's wedded wife. 

Firaliv, I beg all and every one that, as, for 
certain reasons, 1 have used no lawyer’s forms 
or phrases, they will acknowledge that I am 1 
myself, and doit publicly. for | am known. in 
Heaven and on earth, yea, even in Heil, and I 
have authority enough, and enjoy respect 
enough, to make mv word believed better than 
that of a lawyer. God, who isan all-merciful 
Father, has given tome His gospel of His be- 
loved Son, to me, a poor, undeserving, and mis- 
erable sinner, and He has taade me so true and 
faithful, up to this very moment, and so per- 
fectly that peopie in the world have believed 
me and heid me to bea preacher of trath, in 
spite of the thunderbolts of the Pope and the 
wrath of the Emperor, the Kings, ‘be clergy, 
and all the devils. People ought to believe me 
so much the more willingly, as my handwhiting 
is weil known. Ialso expect that people will 
bel eve that this is the serious and well-consid- 
ered determivation of Dr. Martin Luther, written 
down by bis owu hand aud provided with his 
own seal.

other interesting news matter gaibered at the City- 
Hall, the daily statement of the condemnations of 
meat and cattle by the City Meat-inspeciors. The 
public are deeply interested in the successful 
waging of war by its authorities upon the unprin- 
cipled people who would make profit at the public 
expense by palming off upon it very unhealthy 
meat at prices which ouglt to secure it a prime 
artiqje, and, in order thatthe diurnal paragraph 
which recorded the simple fact and extent of the 
seizure might be à little varied, a TumUxxR re- 
porter was sent forth yesterday to investigate the 


‘methods by which the Health Officers succeeded in 


eliminating the bad meat from the supply which is 
daily forwarded to the distributing centres on West 
Jackson South Water streets. 

In order that he might secure the ready co-oper- 
ation of Meat-Inspector Sweenie, the reporter

UNHBALTHY VEAL, 


which hung so conspicuously at thé front of one 
ot the stalls that it was evident its proprietor 
was by no means desirous of evading the provisions 
of the law. It had been in its lifetime, Ar 
a haudsome calf of about two months old, but the 
extremely gory nature of the fiesh showed that 
something abnormal existed in the nature of the 
animal's takine-off. 

Hello, what have we got here?’ the Inspector 
asked, as he threw open the overlying flap of hide 
which concealed a portion of the flesh of the calf. 

That's nice veal, ain't it?’ the butcher asked 
by way of response to the query.

All this was meant playfally, the butcher appar- 
ently being fully alive to the demerits of the ani-

ments of crushed vertebrae, the butcher acknow!l- 
edged that the calf had met its death under the 
wheeis of a iocomotive.

QUITE ANOTHER KIND OF VEAL 
met with the Inspector’s unfavorable criticism at 
anotherstall. It was avery innocent and infan- 
tile animal, whose pale flesh 
texture that it seemed almost transparent. The 
fact of the matter was tbat it was altogetber too 


- infantile, its experience of this world’s joys and | 


sorrows having lasted at the longest allowance but 
a couple of days. The mandate. Throw off that 
‘slink’, went forth, and the coat of soft red fur, 
with the very slight attachment of meat and gristle 
connected therewith, was thrown to the floor, 
where it landed so lightly that its contact with the 
boards gave fortb hardly anv sound. 

Those siink calves. said the Meat-Inspector, 
» are the hardest things to pass upon ofall. It 
takes an expert to distinguish them. The mere 
queetion of weight cuts hardly any figure in the 
case. The caif of a 2-year-old beifer weighs some- 
times not more tam forty pounds when it is a 
couple of weeks old, and is good veal, while. on 
the other hand, I have seen a ‘deacon’ (a bovine 
fetus that has deen dressed and sent to market) 
that weighed seventy-five pounds. I judge the 
age altogether by the appearance of the meat. 
When I first came on duty bere the Stock- Yards 
boys used to send along lois of ‘deacons,’ but 
they have given it up of late, as they find it’s no 
use, and that they only lese the hide for their 
trouble.

The ship- 
pers claim, and with some show of justice, that, in 
such cases, they havea right to the possession of 
the dea i body; and in such cases. in order to meet 
their claim as fully as possible, we havethe ari- 
mals removed@o the city’s rendering establtsn- 
ment at Globe Station, Indiana, of whieh Tus 
Tainum published a graphic account some four 
years age, and we allow them for the grease which 
is obtained from them.

. Cincinnati. 
Organization of a Society for the Sup- 
pression of Music. 

The Seciety’s Objects Ably Set Forth in 8 Circalar 
te the Public. 


Let There Be a Similar Uprising in the 
City of Chicago. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CoA, Nov. 22.—A society has just been 
formed in Cincis fonnded upon the purest 
principles of hu ity. It is entitled A Society 
for the Suppression of Music. Please print its 
appeal, its program, its platform, which I send 
herewith. That it will meet with a hearty welcome 
and widespread sympatby I have no doubt. There 
is hardly a houaghold in Chicago where some suf- 
fering victim will not hail the organization with 
delight. The sick, the feebie, the well. and the 
strong will alike rejoice. They will thank the 
Providence that holds out the hope that the blar- 
ing trumpet, the brassy born, the Grumming tom- 
tom, and above ail the merciless and excruciating 
piano, are to perish under the destructive ax of this 
new society. The inhamanity practiced in the 
name of music.is beyond estimate. It is safe to 
say that 950 out of every 1.000 men and women 
know nothing about music, and are incapabie 
of learning; yet it is the 950, and not the fifty whe 
play the music that is played, that beat the drum, 
blow the horn, and pound the viano. They pro- 
duce what the music-teacher ($3 a lesson) calls 


any sphere where the people have nerves, and 
eyes, and ears subject tothe laws of Nature. If 
the Sanitary Iospector was put on bis honor he 
would confess that there is more suffering, tor- 
ment, hysteria, convulsions, hard-drinking, 
diarrhea, fevers, insomnia, frensy, madness, 
despair, and suicide resulting from the horrible 
noises produced by pounding, round corners, 
carved legs, and upright grands than were ever 
caused by all the stinks that Bridgeport ever fur- 
nished for distribution to the southwest wind. In 
fact, the music of the day is epide sic. The moment 
one girl or woman in a neighborhood begins to 
bang and poison the ears, then another catches the 
evil; She must have her box, and she must have 
her delirium of discord, and thus the disease runs 
through neighborhoods, taking house after house. 

There is a *‘profession’’ which undertakes to 
teach how ta Dang and beat, and, judging by 
the results, their rivairy consists in teaghing their 
so-called pupils how to get the least music ont of 
the greatest possible noise produced from the most 
costly rosewood in the largest numberof les- 
sons at the highest possible price per lesson. If 
all the money paid by stupid parents for teaching 
music to children who de not and never wil! know 
anything about music, and who couldn't play 
» TLantee Doodle or *‘ Auld Lang Syne” at the 
end of ten years, or even recognize the airs if they 
heard them, were turned over to the secretary of 
the Treasury every six months, ke would be able 
te pay the National debt in five years, and reduce 
the death-rate of the population 49 per cent. 

This thing called music has corrupted morality 
at ite fountain—in the Courch. Men go to church 
to pray; but is there one man in ten who hears the 
so-called music who does not swear, or at least 
think a swear? Was there ever a greater fraud than 
the average concert. unless it be the average criti- 
cism which is publishea next day’ It is said the 
majority of musica] criticisms are written before 
the performance; and that critics, like doctors 
who never take medicine, rarely, if ever, hear the 
music. unless it be such as falls from che tips of 
some fair companion, who honestly thinks the co n- 
cert altogether too awfully sweet to listen to, and 
therefore de votes her criticism to the rival bonnete 
and hate in the hall. This, if trae, speaks weil for 
the personal intelligence of the so-called critics.

To the Evlitor of The Tribune. 
Cuicago, Nov. 22.—The questions of sewers 
and pavements are now the most important 
practical questions to the residents and tur- 
payers of this city. The long, level 
with Umle fall to the river or 
renders good drainage difficult or im- 
possible by the ordinary method.

Buti did not propose to discuss the 
sewer question, but to offer some 
regard te street pavements. 

We needa radical change of policy and program 
in street-paving. Heretofore the Board of Public 
Works have tried to economize by saving at the 
spigot and wasting at the bung-hole. The policy 
of paving: one or two streets only, in a given sec- 
tion of tue city, has proved an expensive failure, 
It has resulted, of course, in turning all the travel 
on to the paved street or streets, and in the 
quent rapid and premature destruetion of dy ood 
ments, necessitatiag frequent renewals, and doing 
a great iajustice to property-helders on the few 
paved streets by compelling them to furnish pave- 
ments for the entire travel, and permiting holders 
of property on unpaved streeis to enjoy pavements 
without charge. 

This policy should be abandoned at once, and 
the property on every street should be compelled 
to pave ite own street. Every street with consid- 
erabie in:provements should be paved immediately. 
or as soon as practicable. This would equalize 
the en pe se, as well as the travel, and protect 
each from premature destraction. This 
would also cut down the expense of street-clean- 
ing very materially, as the mad of unpaved streets 
would not, as under the present system, be taken 
up from the numerous unpaved streets and carried 
by the wheels and spread over the paved streets, 

Under our present system it is utterly impossible 
to have eny good pavements for any lengthof time, 
or any ciean streets at all. 

Let all the streets be paved at once, or as soon a8 
practicable, and no better time than the tte 
begin will ever come. Thie is the only just as weil 
as the only economic system in the logg run, and 
the only system that will insure good pavements or 
decantly clean streets. 

But the next question is, What shall we pave 
with? Heretoiore there could be no conclusive test 
of the Comparative merits of the different kinds of 
pavements for the reasons above given. A pave- 
mept covered with mud or dirt and immensely 
overtraveled may decay rapidly. while if kept 
clean and dry, and sudjected to an average use, 
migit remain for a long time. 

There are a few general facts to be considered in 
deciding what is the best and cheapest pavement. 
On a dry and porous soil, like Boston for instance, 
wood pavement might not do at all, on account of 
the rapicity with which such woods as would be 
avatlsble would rot. 

In some localities wood costs high, while stone 
can be had for the hauling. In other localities the 
exact reverse is true, almost. In Chicago the soil 
ia sand as a general thing, and sani retains wate f 
when covered, Kea sponge. Here the best woods 
for pavement are plenty and cheap, while ston», 
cobble, or granit blocks are very expensive. As 
long as a plank foundation covered by blocks of 
cedar. fotinstance, can de kept wet there will be 
no rotting. Such a pavement will wear longer 
than any limestone or asphalt, and perhaps longer 
than any granit blocks. The cost of cobble-stene 
pavements in Chicago is about 2 a square yard, 
Medina stone blocks about $3, asphalt blocks $3, 
une blocks on a plank foundation 81. 25, cedar 
locks o1 & plank foundation $1 to $1.25. 

It appears to be capable of demonstration, from 
experiments already made on our streets, that 
yellow cedar blocks on a two-inch pine plank 
foundation actually outlast stone or asphalt blocks, 
and that this w pavement costs less than one- 
half as prach as stone or asphalt. A general sye- 
tem of paving with cedar blocks would soon result 
in genernily cheapening the cost of such pavement 
by the introduction of improved machinery for 
preparing the blocks, and facilities for procuring 
them from the cedar-swamps in Wisconsin and 


unscrupulous management, by paying the exorbi- 
tant fee of $1 to be drenched with the drizzling in- 
sanity of a Schumann sympnony, we have seen a 
whole sudience rise up, snameless, at the bidding 
of a priest of Baal, to join in the pean of its own 
degredation. 

It is time our life. our liberty, the pursuit of our 
happiness were wrenched from the clutches of 
these esthetic barvarians who. in the name of 
Music, have made Harmony a barren ideality; and 
to the strife with these nefarious hirelings, to the 
extermination of their infamous teachings, and 
the crushing out of their heresies, we pledge our 
lives, our fortunes, and our mostsacred honor, 
and cordially invite all those who have sinned with 
them, as well as all those who have suffered with 
us, to join in this crasade. As-in the days of the 
flood, the issue is keen and all-absorbing. You 
— * de with men in the abyss, or with man in the 
ark. 

The organizers of the Society for the Suppresa- 
sion of Music have already done some nobie 
work, particuiarly in the way of home missions. 
Two committees, one on Vocal Propaganda, tie 
other on Instrumental Propaganda, have been dili- 
gently iaboring inthe good cause for months past. 
fostering an intense and universal disgust for mu- 
sic, and making converts to our vause, wherever 
their voices were lifted, wherever their hands went 
harvesting. 

But this is not enough; the proportions of the 
conflict have outgrown our disjoined efforts: We 
must have organization, a systematic division of 
labor, a thorough canvases of the field: to that end 
a meeting will soon be called. to which we invite 
all those who sre with as, in their souls, in their 
nooeh —means must be found, ways must be de- 
vised.

Al Spalding’s picture adorns the Cli 
week, with the accompanying remarks: ‘*‘ snb- 
ject of our sketch commenced his dase- ball career 
n 1863 as a member of a junior nine in Rockford, 
Ine aod it was not until 1866 that he entered 8 
senior club, and then he became pitcher of the 
Forest City nine of Rockford, in that vear the 
amateur rivals of the old Excelsior Clab of Chicago, 
We first saw Al Spalding pitcn m the contest 
which took place at Dexter Park, Chicago. Jaly 
25, 1807. between the Washington Nationale 
then on a grand tour through the West—and the 
Forest Citys of Rockford. In this latter nine, be- 
sis Spalding, there were Barnes as short-- 
stop and Addy at second base. The result of tnis 
contest was the occasion of an excitement ont 
West which may be said to have inaugurated the 
base-ball fever which afterwards set in in Chicago, 
To the surprise of the Nationals they were defeated 
by the Forest Citys by a score of 29 to 23. the 
victory being mainly due te Spalding’s effective 
pitching. Tue next day the Nationals took their 
revenge onthe Chicago Excelsiors by defeating 
them by 49 to 4. The other defeat was the only one 
the Nationals suffered ow their tour, a ae 
by large majorities in Cincinnati, St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis, Louisville, and Columbus. The vie- 
tory of the Rockfords set that elud up. and they 
soon became noted. Spalding improving in his 
work as pitcher eachbseason. At Harry Wrights 
engaged dim for bis new Boston team, and in 4871 
Spalding began his championship career: and each 
season, from 1872 to 1876, inclasive, saw him the 
pitener of the champion nine of the country. 
During this period he was undoubtedly the finest 
strategic pitcher in the fraternity. “In 1876 he en- 
tered upon his career as manager of the Chicago 
team, aud during that year the Chicago nine won 
the League pennant. At the close of 1876 Ab 
practically retired from the professional arena as @' 
player, and left the management of the team in 
the hands of the President of thé club, Spalding 
going into the sporting-goods business in 1877.

When we take into consideration the fact that 
nun enormous amount of money is drawn from 
the United States every year to be expended in 
Europe by American travelers, and that a fair 
proportion of this sum, is appropriated to the 
expenses of those 7,000 of our citizens who!live 
there for educational purposes alone, it becomes 
desirable to examine the subject, and endeavor 
‘to obtain, if possible, some accurate estimate 
of those benefite accrumg to our young com- 
patriote which are to balance this extensive di- 
version of treasure. 

To inform oneself personally upon this mat- 
ter, and give the acquired results in the shape 
of diadactie opinions. is scarcely sufficient. It 
is necessary that a correct representation of 

. BOTH SIDES OF THE QUESTION 

be submitted to the public, in order that 
thoughtful people may have their atten- 
tion directed to it, and be able to de- 
duce their own conclusions trom the 
facts. Unquestionably, if the highest develop- 
ment is ouly attafvable by subjection to foreign 
systems of educatiori, the sacrifices made to ob- 
‘tain this will be repaid by such a refluent cur- 
rent of mental vigor and culture into the coun- 
try ad will spéedily restore the deficit. But if, 
on the other band, a like end could be as suc- 
cessfully gained at home, if foreign influences 
act unfavorably upon republican sentiments, 
and the sdyantage attained proves to be mainly 
the eclat that attends a European education, — 
‘It is equally unquestionable that the practice is 
@source of sad National waste from the unpec- 
essary diversion of native wealth into alien 
channels. 3 

Let us first examine with sincerity the system 
sof instruction prevalent abroad, note how it 


compares with that in operation in our own | 


country, and subsequently pass to the considera- 
“tion of the other features presented by this 


question. : 
The educational institutions of North 
have the highest reputation of 
apy in Europe. Here the German language is 
Spoken more purely than elsewhere, and the 
echools distance competition. The great excel- 
lence of this nation in special departments of 
» ‘knowledge, and the permanent character that 
bas been impressed upon all parts of the social 
and political organism, explain this superiority. 
A class of clever men, consecrating themselves 
to an occupation with the earnestness that can 
only accumpany a final choice, seeing in it thence- 
forth the sole avenue of their ambition, and ap- 
plying themselves to the attainment of a pro- 
ficiency in all ite branches that enables them to 
pass an examination of unexampled severity, 
must of necessity bring to the performance of 
their duties a degree of excellence which the 
distractions of a wider field and the changmg 
relations of a larger life would inevitably pre- 
vent. 
No one, I think, will dispute at this day the 
validity of the proposition that asserts 
THE SUPERIORITY OF CULTURE TO LEARNING. 
The system, then, that directs all its energies to 
_ fostering and expanding the powers of the mind 
must possess an advantage over that whose 
chief effect is the development of the memory 
and its replenishment with a vast number of 
facts. A presentation of particular examples 
will illustrate what 1 would say more forcibly 
~ than general statements. The teacher of his- 
tory, for instance, in one of these North Ger- 
man schools takes up the text-book and sum- 
mons his class. He examines its members upon 
the dozen paragraphs that have been given them 
to memorize, finds that the dates and importaũt 
historical facts that are to form the nucleus of 
the ideas be is about to enforce have been ac- 
quired, and then closes the volume and Jays it 
aside.

I would not linger too long over this portion 
of our inquiry, neither would I fall to give a 
faithful representation of an exercise of sur- 
passing value.

to the detailed study that follows. His class 
have had no written summary of it to aid re- 
membrance, and the facts given in the text- 
book are of the most arid kind. In order, then, 
to grasp the subject, they must have rvielded 
their undivided attention to the speaker. 
Here, then, is the first great lesson in mental 
discipline, and it is a fundamental one. 
Secondly, they learn to understand what was 
sald in its totality,—a great vance in the 
development of the mind. irdiy, in order 
to repeat the statements connectedly, 
the knowledge acquired must, in some 
degree at least, have been trans- 
muted into facuity,—mast have become 
assimilated and capable of separation ſato dis- 
tinct classes of ideas, which the student, be- 
cause they are clear, is able to express clearly. 
It is this acquirement that, in its application by 
a more mature intellect to the profounder prob- 
lems that later years present, cousti utes the 
difference between those who can think and 
that vast majority of mankind who bave never 
learned to use their intellectual powers. These 
are the key-notes of the method which gives to 
the educational system of Germany its just 
celebrity. The same principle obtains through- 
out. Direct and forcible appeals to the facul- 
ties are made from the beginning, and hence flow 
results as inevitable as they are important. The 
studies are few, and always crouped according 
to their natural relations. Geography forms the 
framework of the historie picture: it is the theatre 
where the drama is enacted. Literature is the 
expression of thought during each memorable 
era. Those barren descriptions of the earth’s 
divisions, those dead details of miountain 
and river, State and city, which in their fatal 
isolation from assuciations weary and revolt our 
poor children at bome, bere become inst inc: 
with life by the art of the teacher. How simple 
all this is when we are once aroused to the per- 
ception of it! What is there in the bare declara- 
tion that a migbty range of mountains stretches 
along the Pacific Slope of the Western Conti- 
pent to stamp on image of those majestic peaks 
upon the cells of a young brain? On the other 
hand, there are probably but few children living 
under civilized influences who have not repre- 
sented to themselves a hill standing in the 
storied land of Palestine, called Calvary. 
There are 
MANY OTHER ADMIRABLE EXERCISES 


included in the German method of culture, all 
tending to the same end, and all worthy of care- 
ful portrayal, which nevertheless the limits of 
this paper compel me to slight. I can only ad- 
vert to them in order to aid the conception of 
the system as a whole. The subjects, besides 
being arranged in accordance with their 
relationships, are further adapted to the 
age of the pupil and to the phenomena of ex- 
ternal Nature. During summer the powers of

exercised upon materials afforded by the woods 
and fields. This is the season when the natura 


sciences are studied, and whole afternoons are 


set apart for excursions into the surrounding 
country, where, amid the vivid interest and

The 
earth begins to teem, for the expanding mind of 
the boy, with a new and unimagined life.

Can any one doubt 
of instruction as this? Prob- 
Briefly, to conclude this de- 
scription: The schoolroom, even to the dull- 
est scholars, is an interest ng place; to 
the kindling, questioning spirit it is a storehouse 
of delights. the object is to make it so,—to 
enlist every faculty in the furtherance of what 
is going on in that wondrous workshop. Hence 
there is no unnecessary restraint, and conse- 
quently no jaded and dejected minds. Finally, 
in case it has pot been clearly understood, let 


-merepeat that various branches are not com- 


mitted to the charge of a single tutor, but that 
each teacher has bis speciaity, and instructs in 
that alone. 

Now let us turn to our own country, and take

as representative of the national method of 
teaching. To begin: the buildings are usually 
admirable, their hygienic condition is fair, their 
appointments are comfortable and convenient. 
In the second piace, the appliances tor instruc- 
tion—mavps, globes, instruments, and books—ure 
not to be surpassed. Finally,amassof young 
humanity is gathered there whose capacities are. 
to say the least, fully equa! to those of their Teu- 
tonic kindred. Given these conditions at start- 
ing, the results should be considerable. The 
question is, Are they so! Does the harvest cor- 
respond with the richness of the soil that bas 
been planted? Let every parent seek to answer 
this question: Whatis the method of cultiva- 
tion to-which the mind of my child has been sub- 
jected? To do this, the object of education 
must be first fully ascertained, and what is 
meant by the term distinctly understood. If it 
be admitted that education is a process of cult- 
ure and development of the mind, and not the 
equipment of the *mory alone, I fear that the 
reflections which an investigation of our educa- 


tional system must give rise to will be for the | 


most part painful ones. What is the testimony 
on this subject of those manuals whose com- 
pieteness is so much praised? What are the 
facts which every examivation at a public school 
forces upon our attention! It is not possible, 
and perhaps it is not necessary, to carry this in- 
quiry into minute details. Suffice it to say, that 
all indications point to one radical fact, 
namely, the operation of a system direct- 
ed to the acquisition of learning. instead’ of to 
the cultivation of those intellectual powers 
upon which alone knowledge can be securely 
based. Discouraging as this allegation is, it is 
unbappily true, aud the proofs are at band. 
The very attitude of the children at their desks, 
the expression of their faces, the tene of their 
voices in recitation, tei] the tale to a practiced 
sense.. I need not cite authorities: the test is 
within the reach of everr intelligent man and 
woman. Take any child not exceptionally gifted, 
and propose to it a question upon the subject 
that has engaged its most recent and constant 
attention, but let the query involve some actir- 
ity of the understanding, while all suggestions 
from familiar forms of speech are avoided,—a 
question, in short, that forces the mind into in- 
Gependent action,—and the result will be more 
significant than many examples abstractly con- 
structed.

Conspicgous among 
these*is the tendency to substitute brilliant 
impostures for bonest achievement, to take 
for granted conclusions that require careful 
investigation, to rely upon the efforts of 
others rather than upon those made by 
ourselves, and on the lighter and more 
superficial processes of thought in prefer- 
ence to those severer exercises of faculty 
which are the passports to all genuine and high 
atainment.

conspicuously in these records, while the inno- 
cent aspirant, who has ——＋ obtatned prizes 
for proficiency in them, looks at you with eyes 
over whose careless brichtness the solemn 
shadow of a single thought bas never fallen. 
Naturally, these statements admit of excep- 
tions. Instruction is given and schools are cou- 
ducted on a different and better plan; and there 
are teachers, both in pablic and privete inetitu- 
tions, whose ability and ca!ture would make the 
—.— practice of a vicious method of educa- 
tion im possibie. 

It is not to be denied that American 
children evince s capacity which i cal- 
culated to excite the coldest to exertion 
in order to secure for them the best 
conditions for development. Indeed the ex- 
istence in an eminent degree of the ability I 
have spoken of appears to me to be beyond dis- 
pute, and a residence in Europe, with full op- 
portunity for observation, has settled this im- 
pression into a conviction. The achievements 
of our girls in competition with Germans under 
their system of training furnishes unmistakabie 
evidence in favor of this opinion. It is the very 
facility their minds exhibit that 
MAKES OUR ROTE-INSTRUCTION SO PERNICIOUS. 
Their gifts operate against them, apd conspire 
to simulate attainments far bevond the reality. 

Meanwhile, because our methods of education 
are defective and better ones are to be found ow 
the other side of the Atlantic, 7000 of our 
countrymen, as I have already said, are con- 
tributing to the support of foreign seminaries, 
and subjecting their chtldren to the impressions 
of a foreign life. 

Mach of the evil that attaches to this appears 
upon the surface; but other and graver 
objections remain, which are not easily 
perceived, or at least bot  discrimi- 
nated. . Everybody knows, theoretically, 
that, given certain causes, certain effects must 
follow. It is another thing, howeyer, to live in 
daily observation ‘of the fact, and to trace the 
operation of these causes through their multi- 
plied consequences in individual instances. A 
realization of their character is thus obtained 
more true and vivid than any that could be de- 
rived from theory. It is under the influence of 
this realization that I purpose to explain tosuch 
of my countrymen as may read this paper some 
of the graver disadvantages attendant upon 
foreig¢n' education,—disadvantages so great. as I 
conceive them, as to counterbalance the benefits 
derived from that admirable school system 
whose operation I have endeavored to vortrav. 

Since education is not merely the acquisition 
of knowledge, but, far more, the development 
of mind and character, it follows that, whatever 
be the order of study or the method of its 
pursuit, she general environment ot the de- 
veloping being is, after ail, by far the most 
important fector in the process. It is pos- 
sible to miss the advantages of the best 
of systems, as it is, to mitigate the deterioration 
of the worst: but it is altoge her beyond human 
power todevelop indevendently of. one’s sur- 
roundings.

American freedom rests upon the 
personal character of the citizen. Tuis is the 
source of our independence, and evervthing in 
our codes tends to foster and elevate the im- 
portance of that unit whose aggregation makes 
whet we call the Nation. Such sentiments are 
not only unshared by most Europeans,.but can- 
not be comprehended by them even when er- 
po unded in the clesrest language. Their effect 
is only to produce a sense of such superb arro- 
gance on our partas would befit the extrava- 
gance of madness. And how could it be o her- 
wise? How sbould they be expected to under- 
stand the pride which refuses to recogutze a 
superior in rank, and at the same time acknowl- 
edges the limits of its own claims; that holds 
no station as a valid reason for superiority, and 
yet pays a simple deference to those disiinctions 
which Nature or individual effort bas created? 
Where could they find the solution of such an 
enigma as this?! 

The horizon of the American is only limited 
by his capacity: whatever force of character 
and constancy of purpose can attain, he is free 
to grasp. The liberty he enjoys is not a chimera: 
itis his birth-zift from bis country, and one 
which, while it is of inestimable value, involves 
also the gravest responsibilities. Such condi- 
tions iuspire a self-.espect, secure an independ- 
ence of judgment, and institute motives of 
action that are, in the nature of things, differ- 
ent from those obtaining elsewhere, aud are not 
only dissimilar, 

BUT OFTEN ANTIPATHETIC, 
to European ideas. Let us look for some illas- 
trations. Women in the United States have a 
freedom that is there regarded as the condition 
of all true virtue. But in Germany, while their 
character is as high as it is anywhere, their lib- 
erty is greatly restricted by custom. With us 
social intercourse between the sexes is compara- 
tively unrestrained, its best guardians being the 
communicating parties themselves; and yet I 
think that the virtue of American women stands 
fairly before the world. In Germany, ou the 
contrary, the two sexes are subject to a literal 
divorcement: their association is limited to pub- 
lic occasions and set entertainments. Men have 
their wine-suppers, and women their coffee- 
parties, alone. There is little friendly visiting, 
and no natural and informai intimacy between 
them. Thus being strangers to each other, the 
embarrasement, constraint, and ceremony of 
their meetings, the excessive perturba- 
tion and total want of coulldence, ap- 
pear most singular to us. Ihe ef- 
fects of this custom are manifold and

farspreading. Let us consider some of the 


most obvious. 

Nature, being interfered with, takes her re- 
venge. Strong natural impulses, denied a le- 
Eitimate outlet, find one that is illegitimate. 
Young men seek feminine associates among 
their inferiors. Girls who look forward to years 
of self-denial and restraint after their entrance 
into society, take their compensation before the 
eves of the world are fixed upon them; and 
this leads me to a feature of social life in Ger- 
man which seems odd indeed to a foreigner.

the Nation in other respects. in Germany, 
women are much more under control; and per- 
haps it would not be saying too much to assert 
that, m several particular essentials, an abso- 
lute reversal of the relations existing in our 
land would form the most faith{yl picture ot 
the situation there. This subject is too large 
for treatment here. The econsiderstion of it 
would demand a separate and careful 
study. The fact, however, uu indis- 
putable; and a most striking com- 
ment upon it is the recent prohibition 
of marriages between Prussian officers and 
American women, pour cause /

to which they are exposed, and by which tney 
must inevitahly be affected. Here is the pith of 
the whole matter. It is no trifie,—no less than 
a question of stamping our young veople with 
impressions derived from a foreign, and in many 
respects antagonistic, social and political order 
of things. it is quite useless to talk of lidert 
and equality to boys and girls while rang an 
pager pass by with all their pomp and circum- 
stince, and while their companions and teachers 
willingly acknowledge their claims and preten- 
sions, The iofluenc®of such surroundings is far 
too powerful to be resisted by the young and in- 
experienced. ' 

Ido not desire it to be inferred from tnese 
observations that the Germans are not tender 
husbands and kind fathers, good, honest, and 
trustworthy in all their relationships; but only 
that the entire association of the sexes is on a 
different footing trom our own, and that the 
women, acquieseing in public sentiment and the 
established order of things, accept the situation 
contentedly. The spirit accustomed to subjec- 
tion finds passive submission easy, unless per- 
haps the spectacie of a kinder fate may arouse 
an opposition born of enyy. Some such feeling 
appears to be awakened in Germans by wtat 
they call American preusmption, whether ex- 
hibited in individual, sex, or class; and the 
sentiment is the natural and necessary conse- 
quence of tostitutions so antipodal to our own. 
Our social organization remains an insoluble 
problem to them, and is for that reason a per- 
petual challenge of attack. 

It is but natural that the American child 
should excite a partially inimical feeling in 
most European schools; and this it must ex- 
pect to encounter during the time that it is in 
subjection to their educational systems. This is 
a crucial test for those priocivies which we are 
accustomed to regard as a necessary and in- 
tegral portion of our republican doctrines. 
With men and women the case is whoily differ- 
ent. For them such experiences have a value 
whieh cannot be doubted. Nothing is more de- 
plorable than prejudice; and uo end should be 
more steadiastiy pursued than the attainment 
of that broad judgment and catholic sympathy 
which come irom free association with the 
world. But this is « discipline only adapted to 
the mature mind, capable of sifting phenomena, 
of removing the disguises of error, and of 
resisting the itwfluence of opinions That have 
their strongest hold upon that mimetic tendea- 
ev which is the almost universal weakvess of 
humanity. Let us think seriously before we

Lawrence Barrett opened a week ago at Hooley's 
with a much better company than we generally 
see, and witha play the merit of whica was in- 
stantly recognized by those who know a good Wing 
when they see it. Yet the people patronized him 
bat grudgingly. 

There is one feature about Barrett which play- 
goers should appreciate. He is enterprising. He 
is anxious to escape from the beaten track of 
standard plays, the constant repetition of which 
season after season grows tiresome. He tries to 
introduce us to fresh dramatic work, Plays of the 
calibre Barrett seeks are hard to find, but in Yor- 
ick’s Love” he has discovered one which, if it 
does not deserve to rank among the highest achieve- 
ments of the stage. certainly is so far above the ordi- 
nary level of recent endeavor as to deserve the most 
cordial recognition by the friends of the drama. 
Of course ‘*Yorick” is an sdaptationi from the 
Spanish, but Mr. Howell has in bis work demon- 
strated the possession of dramatic, to say nothing 
of the literary, skill of an uncommon kind. The 
first act of the play stands as perfect a piece of 
work as we would wish to see, inits beauty and 
vigor of language, in the grouping of character, 
sequence of incident, the directness of purpose, 
and in the generat dramatic movement. The 
plot is related in that first act, and the remaining 
acts merely carry out that plot; still the interest 
of the play is wonderfully well sustained, Of 
Mr. Barrett's assumption we may say unhesitat- 
ingly that it is one of the best performances we 
have seen him give. 

While the attendance was licht during the early 
part of the week, it was gratifying to note that the 
people appeared to realie that a really meritorious 

erformance was being given at Hooley’s, and on

The story of the eculpror Raphael and the heart - 
less Marco appears to have vet some charms for 
the vatrons of the matinee. for they mustered 
yesterday in considerable force. They seemed to 
enjoy it as they used todo when poor Ned Adams 
was the unhappy hero The cast was an excelent 
one. Mr. Eben Plympton giving particular satie- 
faction as Volage, the editor. He is easy, grace- 
ful, natural in his delivery, appropriate in his 
gestures, and bas a fine stage presence. Misa 
Ellen Cummensin the three parts she has assumed

The recent shipments of American thoroughbreds 
0 Europe by Messrs. Lorillard, Sanford, and 
Keene have been noted in these columns, and by 
the time Sly Dance, Mistake, and Wallenstein. 
who arenowonthe ocean. arrive, there wi!) be 
quite a gathering of what the English call Tau- 
kees at Newmarket, and next season the colors 
of the trio of American sportsmen will be fre- 
quently seen on the British turf. Thus far, of all 
the horses sent across the Atlantie since the ship- 
nent by Mr. Sanford of Preakness, Brown Prince, 
Sate, and others in the fall of 1878. Parole is the 
only one that has achieved any decided success, 
and his victories last spring were in handicaps, 
where be had decidedly the best of the weihte 
over horses of lees age and who were 
not so well prepared for racing as the 
American representative. Brown Prince, Start, 
Mate, Unces, and in fact all of the American 
horses, with the exception of Parole and his sister 
Pappoose, have failed to accomplish anything 
since their arrival in England. 
Magenta, who as a 3-yenr-old decidedly out- 
classed anything of his age in this country, was at- 
tacked by lung fever soon after reaching New- 
market, and when he recovered was a confirmea 
roarer. Uncas, bis stable companion and a colt 
that ran very snecessfuliy in this country asa 2- 
year-old, developed a bad leg soon after crossing 
the ocean, and never made even a respectable 
showingin the events where he started. Old 
Preakness, who has the fastest record for two 
miles and a quarter (made in a dead heat with 
Springbok), won an unimportant race or two in 
—— and was then purchased by the Duke of 
miiton, and bas since been used in the stud, 
gome of his get giving promise of great speed. 
When Mr. Pierre Lori ard established a branch 
of his stable at Newmarket, he said that the ex- 
periment of sending American horses to Europe 
would be given a fair trial by bim, and that he 
should.not consider the matter settled until after 
an experience of at least five years. In pursuance 
of this policy, he bas constantly added to his En- 
giish stable the best 2 and 3-year-olds to be 
found in.America, anc, in addition, has shipped 
across the Atlantic no less than fifteen yeariin’s 
during the past twelve months. Mr. Sanford has 
also made drafts from his breeding-farm in Ken- 
tacky for his stable in England. and Mr James R.

A LITTLE TAX LAW. 

In the case of the Graceland Cemetery Company 
vs. The People, just decided by the Supreme 
Court, the questiOn was raised whether a raling of 
the County Court that certain land was not taxable 
was a judgment so that it could not be questioned 
again. This was originally a judgment of the 
County Court against certain lands belonging to 
the Cemetery Company for the taxes of 1871 to 
1874, inclusive. It appeared that on the original 
applications for judgments against these lands for 
the taxes in qnestion, objections were filed by the 
Company, claiming that the land was exempt from 
taxation under ita charter, dnd the Court so held. 


| In the present year an application was made 


again for judgment against these lands for 
the same taxes as before, notwithstanding the 
former judgment, and the Judge rendered judg- 
ment against the land, from which the Company 
appealed. The Supreme Court said the only ques- 
tion raised was whether those were judgments reu- 
dered by the County Court in 1873 and 1ST re- 
spectively with reapecttothe taxes assessed on 
the Comnanvy’s lands forthe vears 1871 to 1874, 
and whether anotber application could be made for 
the same taxes in 1879. It would seem as thouch 
there could hardly be two views onthe point. It 
resolved itself simply into the inouirv whether the 
determipation of the County Court on the applica- 
tion for judement against the land« for taxes was 
a judgement at ail or not. If such determina- 
tion was adverse to the party resisting it. it was 
a judgment according to the unautmous opinion 
of the Legis'ature, Courts, law-writere. and pro- 
fession generally. That being so. it followed that 
the determination o' the Court when favorable to 
the objector was equally a judgment. Such a de- 
termination, if binding at all, mast be conclusive 
on the parties thereto until reversed or set aside * 
some legal proceeding inetituied for that pur 
It being conceded that the County Court had — oa 
diction to hear and determine the origina] apvlica- 
tion, its judgment rendered therein must be beld a 
bar to anew application for jndement on the same 
taxes. A judgement on the merits of a proceeding 
for the collection of taxes had the same force and 
effect as anv other judgment. The jndgment of 
the Court below was according reversed.

A KINZIE DOWER CLAIM. 

This was a suit by Mrs. Kinzie against the Chi- 
cago Canal & Dock Company ina triangular piece 
of ground outside of the lots in Kinzie's Addition 
to Chicago and accretions thereto, which, accord- 
ing to the testimony in the case, some years after 
the laying outof the addition, became known as 
Water-Lot 36, in Kinzie’s Addition. It was mort- 
gaged by Kinzie and his wife by that description in 
1838 for 31. 000. In 1847 proceedings were begun 
by scire facias to foreclose the mortgage, and a de- 
cree of foreclosure was rendered in Mav, 1848. and 
the property sold. The mortgage described the 
land conveyed as Water-Lot 36, and referred to 
a map of Kinzie’s Addition on file for 
the dimensions and situation of the lot. 
The lot as shown on the map was about twenty- 
four feet front on North Water street. and running 
south to a point in the east line of Water-Lot 35. 
It was insisted by Mrs. Kinzie in her suit for dower 
that this triangular piece was all that was covered 
by the mortgage: also, that there were certain ir- 
regularities in the foreclosure proceedings which 
vitiated them, and that sbe was entitled to dower 
in the whole of the accretions and in the triangular 
piece of ground subject to the mortgage. The 
Court below decideain favor of Mrs. Kinzie on 
both points. The Supreme Court, however, re- 
versed the case on both grounds, holding, first, 
that the accretions became a part of the * and 
passed by the description of the lot under the 
mortgage, and that the clerical errors, if there 
were any in the foreclosure proceedings, were net 
sufficient to impeach the title acquired under 
them. Thedecree of the Court below was re- 
versed, with directions to dismiss the petition. 


SPECIAT. ASSESSMENTS. 

A decision was filed last Tuesday at Ottawa in 
the case of the Village of Hyde Park vs. Barden et 
al., relative to the Forty-first street sewerage mat - 
ter and special assessments generally. The opinion 
was written by Justice @heldon, and it virtually de- 
cides that special assessments of whatever nature 
are legal, and shall not de set aside upon 
technicalities: that the sense of the law 
shall be followed. The order of the Ap- 
pellate Court was reversed, and further pro- 
ceedings ordered. The document was a lengthy 
one, embodying many quotatians and references. 
and fully exvlained the reasons for making the 
order, according to the interpretation made of the 
law by the Judge rendering the decision, and the 
evidence elicited. The conciuzions of the decis- 
ion were that a special! assesement could not be set 
aside on account of a technicality. and that it was 
not required that damages should be adjudged, 
aftera right-of-way had been secured through 
property, before a special assessment could be 
evied. This cas was commenced in 1877, has 
run through three administrations, and is of con- 
siderable int@est to the Government of Hyde Park.

THE FMMA MINE. 

The suit of F. A. Bragg vs. Peter Geddes, Jobn 
Sheriffs, and others. was also decided by the 
Supreme Court. This was a bill in chancery by 
Bragg to recover a fifth of a quarter interest in the 
famous Emma Mine. The complainants and de- 
fendante, as was claimed, entered into a partner 
shipim 18698 to buy some mining interests, and 
James Smith, since dead, was sent out to Utah to 
locate a mine. He bought a quarter interest in the 
Emma Mine, but refused to acconnt to his part- 
ners, and diedafew years agoworth something 
like a million dollars. Geddes and Sheriffs were 
appointed his executors and trustees of his 
estate. and Bragg sued them as trustees te 
compel them to account to him for his 
share of the profits, which were estimated at anv- 
where from 52 0. 000 to $1,000,000. Judge Moore 
held that Bragg had been guilty of laches or ne ~ 
gence in not bringing his actionsooner, and 
missed the suit. Tne Appellate Court affirmed the 
decree, and now the Supreme Court comes in and 
adds another affirmanee on the same ground,

Buyers Adodting the Tactics of 
the Still Hunt.

Real-estate activity last week was mostly of the 
‘*still-bunt” kind. There was little general busi- 
ness. A few capitalists who foresee the coming 
rise of landed property are quietly buying. but the 
crowd have not begun to move in the same direc- 
tion. Real-estate agents report the 
Re. MARKET FIRM. 
- Owners evince no disposition to make concessions 
to effect sales, and sellers ate looking only for 
proverty they can secure at or near oid prices. A 
rather quiet winter 1s anticipated, with some im- 
provement next spring both in the speculative de- 
mand and that for improved residence and busi- 
ness property. The Chicago market for real estate 
usualiy goes by fits and starts. We have just 
passed out of one of its periodical etarts, and a 
period of caim will now naturally follow. 
The volume of transactions is good, though 
many of the recorded transfers are 
the results of foreclosure sales. It is dif- 
ficult to present a full report of the sales that have 
been made, because a good many dealers withhold 
the particulars from publication. They are 
. „ ON A STILL HUNT, 
and do not wish to scare away the game. who in this 
case arc the sellers, by making too much noise. 
The real-estate agents as a body are now repre- 
senting rather the buyers than the sellers. Most of 
them have more crders than they can fil. Until 
buyers raise their ideas about price, gll the dealers’ 
hopes of commissions rest upon their not letting 
the seller know how much of a demand there is. 
As an instance of the changed ‘condition of things, 
one agent reports that on four sales lately made by 
him the commissions were paid by the buyers, — 
AN UNPARALLELED CIRCUMSTANCE. 
There is a good demand for bargains. One con- 
servative firm, Messrs. Wright & Tyrrell, state 
that in thé last week or two they have bad more 
demand for acre property near the parks, espe- 
cialiy those of the South Side, than they have had 
for seven years before.

The largest sale of 
the week was that of the Kentucky Block, which 
went on record on Friday. Tu.is is situated at the 
northeast corner of Clark and Adams streets.

A NEW WEST SIDE BOULEVARD. 


The property-owners south of Madison street 
are anxious for a drive to the park system. Near- 
ly the necessary number of feet frontage having 
been already obtained, the owners will soon apply 
to the City Council for the requisite authority to 
turn the streets and avenues needed over to the 
control of the West Park Boord. The pro nt 
owners are willing to pay for the paving. and only 
ask to have it well done. They are sensible of the 
great advantages it will bring. The boulevard is 
to extend on Adams street, from Canal street to 
Ashland avenue; on Ashland avenue. which is 100 
feet wide, to the Twelfth street boulevard, al- 
ready laid out 150 feet wide; thence to the Ogden 
avenue boulevard, whichis also 150 feet wide;
